“BRADSTREETS.” ts 


A Hopeful Feeling Among Business- 

Men—Slight Imerease in Failures. 

New York, Feb. 27.—|Special.)}—Special 
telegrams to Bradstreéf’s today from leading 
commercial centres convey as a whole more of 
encouragement as to the outiook for the dis- 
tribution of general merchandise in the early 
future than bas been reported of late. The ad- 
vices do vot permit of the formation of a basis 
fora belief in the near approach of a genuine 
trade revival, whether that desirable end be at 
hand or not, but they do mark the practical 
end of the blockade of railway traffic, thus per- 
mitting the free and speedy shipment of goods 
as well as several well-defined evidences of 
need for and a beginning of spring purchases 
by interior jobbers and others. 

At New York there is a small gain in sales of 
dry goods but a still larger increase of hope 
fulness by agents and others, owing to the 
presence of more interior merchants and their 
representatives than before this year. But 
sales, while exceeding those of the preeeding 
week, are still behind those of the like week in 
1884. 

There is little improvement, if any, in bard- 
ware, none in iron, and the grocery 
trade is plainly unsatisfactory. The Bos- 
ton cotton cloths trade is disappoint- 
ing, being smaller, and there is 
an outlook for the stoppage of some Eastern 
milis this spring. Some lines of prints and 
sheetings bave been cut iu price. There isa 
gain in the Southern movement thence for 
boots and shoes, and the advance of one-half 
to one and a half,cents for upper leather is 
well sustained. (Woolen-milis are less de- 
pressed than cottoh, but the demand is small. 
At Philadelphia sales for near-by wants con- 
tinue—attributed to the slow opening of spring 
trade elsewhere. 

At Chicago the milder weather has not im- 
proved trade, and the decline in wheat further 
depresses the outlook there. St. Louis re- 
ports that improved transportation and low 
stocks held in the interior promise sales, and 
merchants feel moderately bopeful. At Cin- 
cinnati buymg by country mercbants has in- 
creased slightly, and the funds are accumulat- 
ing there from better collections. There has 
been some gain in general jobbing lines at 
Cleveland, and a feeling of confidence in com- 
mercial circles is noted. From St. Paul and 
Minneapolis come the brightest trade re- 
ports, the actual volume of business there 
being on the increase, collections fair, and 
country storekeepers having but smali stocks. 
Indianapolis and Detroit traders have expe- 
rienced a feeling of greater confidence in the 
outiook,though no increase in sales is reported. 
The leading’ commercial markets have, with 
the exception of that for wheat and flour, 
shown some increased activity. 

There were 270 failures in the United States 
during the last week reported to Bradstreet’s 
as compared with 254 in the preceding week 
and with 237, 260, and 152, respectively, 
in the corresponding week of 1584, 1883, 
and 1882. About 85 per cent were those of 
Small traders whose capital was less than 
$5,000. Canada has forty-six, an increase of 
thirteen.

THE GRAND OLD MAN. 


Premier Gladstone Subjeqted to the 
Ordeal of a Motion of 
Censure. 


The Motion Defeated in the House of 
Commons by a Vote of 302 
to 288. | 
Parnellites Go Ayainst the Government— 
Gen. Buller s Weary Army at Gak- 
dul Wells. 


GLADSTONE VICTORIOUS. 
THE MOTION OF CENSURE ADOPTED BY THE 
LORDS BUT DEFEATED IN THE COMMONS. 
Lonpon, Feb. 27.—Salisbury’s motion of cen- 
sure was adopted by the Lords—189 to 68. 
Northeote’s motion of censure was rejected 
by the Commons—302 to 288. 


THE SITUATION EXPLAINED. 

In the Lords, Kimberly, Secretary of State 
for India, said that the policy of the Gov- 
ernment was to leave Egypt when 
good government was established. It 
was simply impossible for any English 
Govérnment to remain in Egypt in face of 
the European antagonism which existed. The 
whole policy of ‘the Government had been to 
extricate England from her difficulties and en- 
able her, with unwasted energies and concen- 
trated power, to return to her former state, in 
which ner strength would be greater through- 
out the world. |Cheers.] 

GRANVILLE’S DEFENSE OF THE GOVERNMENT. 

In the Lords, Granville, Secretary for For- 
eign Affairs, maintained that the preceding 
Government had sown the seeds of all the 
present troubles. He was not surprised that 
Bismarck disapproved the present Govern- 
ment’s policy, because neither the preceding 
nor the present Government had adopted 
Bismarck's advice to annex Egypt. Granville 
regretted the fate of Gen. Gordon, but de- 


clined to accept the odium which the Opposi- « 


tion sought to cast upon the Government as 
resulting from the lamentabie disasters 
at Khartoum. He assured the Lords 
that the Government was anxious 
to proceed with vigor in its 
present policy, and deal with the slave trade in 
the most effectual way possible. He regarded 
Engiand’s honor as pledged to defend Hgypt 
proper. In conclusion, he said if Salisbury 
came into power he much doubted whether he 
(Salisbury) would propose and execute the 
policy he had propounded. If he did the 
country would force him to wriggle out of it 
at the earliest opportunity. 

The Marquis of Salisbury replied briefly to 
Granvilie’s remarks. 
ENGLAND WILL NOT RETIRE BEFORE 

MAHDI'S FANATICAL HORDES. 

In the Commons, Hartington, Secretary for 
War, said it was due to India to show the vast 
Mohammedan population of that country that 
England could not be made to retire before the 
Mahdi's fanatical hordes. The Government ad- 
hered to its pledges and would not leave the 
Soudan untl its objects had been accom- 
plished. 

All the Irish members voted against the Gov- 
ernment. 


THE CONSERVATIVES NOT DISAPPOINTED—THE 
IRISH VOTE AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 


Lonpon, Feb. 28.—4 a. m.—The Govern- 
ment’s majority of fourteen in the discussion 
on the censure m in the Commons last 
nigbt has not disap the Cénsérvatives. 
It is the lowest majority the Government has 
ever obtained upon any important question 
since it entered office. The Conservative vote, 
which is normally estimated at 245. was in- 
creased to 288 by the vote of Goschen and

other Whigs and twenty-four Irish members. 


The peace Radicals supported the Government. 
The excitement became intense toward the 
end of the debate, when it became known that 
a section of Whigs and the Parnellites had de- 
cided to vote against the Government. The 
report led a number of hesitating Radicals to 
vote against the censure motion, thus saving 
the Goverament from defeat. 

SCENES AND INCIDENTS DURING THE 
SION IN THE COMMONS. 

The House of Commons was crowded in 
every part early in the evening, but the audi- 
ence thinned somewhat when it appeared that 
the expected Irish scene would not occur. 
The House filled again, however, while 
Labouchére for and Forster against the 
Government were speaking. When Hartington 
rose to speak the result of the division in the 
House of Lords was known, and the galleries 
in the Commons were crowded with Peers and 
strangers, wio were kept on the tip-toe of 
expectation until the close of the debate. The 
whips were then perfectly unable ts 
forecast the result, and everybody was 
anxious. The Parnellltes gave no indicauon 
of their decision. The scene wat one unpar- 
alleled in many years. When the motion was 
put the Parnellites dramatically baffied curios- 
ity by remaining seated until the House was 
cleared, and then rose in a body and 
went with the Conservatives. Still the 
result was not known until the Clerk 
advanced tothe table and read the figures. 
The result was received with vociferous cheers 
and counter-cheers. 

NEWSPAPER COMMENT. 

The Standard, commenting on the small ma- 
jority by which the Government escaped a 
vote of censure, says the Cabinet is bankrupt 
in influence, aud Gladstone bas received a se- 
vere lesson. 

The Times says technically the Government 
escaped defeat, but that morally it was de- 
feated, discredited, and condemned. “It is 
difficult to believe,’ the Times continues, that 
a majority of fourteen will endure the strain 
of the heavy votes for the cost of the expedi- 
tion.” 


DISCUS- 


WILL THE MINISTRY RESIGN? 

It is reported that before the division on the 
censure motion, the Ministry decided to retire 
from office if their majority should be under 
fifteen. 

ADVICE TO THE CABINET. 

The News says it is possible the Government 
may resign, but thinks the proper course for 
the Government would be to end the present 
session as speedily as possible by passing the 
Redistribution of Seats and Registration bilis, 
and appear before the new constituencies in No- 
vember. The Cabinet will hold a council to- 
day to consider the course to pursue, 


FROM THE SEAT OF WAR. 
GEN. BULLER’S COMMAND SAFE. 

Kort, Feb. 27.—Gen. Buller’s whole force 
is now within one day’s march of Gakdul. He 
has reached his present point without casual- 
ties. The sick and wounded are doing well. 
Buller expects to reach Korti early next week. 

BULLER’S TROOPS MUCH EXHAUSTED. 

A dispatch from Gakdu] Wells reports Gen. 
Buller's troops much exhausted. They had no 
encounters with the enemy after leaving Abu- 
Kiea.

LUPTON BEY. 
REMARKABLE CAREER OF THIS SOUDANESE GOV- 
ERNOR. 


New York Sun: The announcement in Gen. 
Gordon's telegram, just published, that Lup- 
ton Bey had surrendered, is the first news 
heard from the Governor of the Bahr el 
Ghazal province of Egypt since be wrote, 
nearly sixteen months ago: “My war with 
the tribes who have espoused the cause of the 
Mahdi is keeping me hard at work.” Lupton 
Bey bad 600 Egyptian troops, 400 Bashi- Ba- 
zouks, and several hundred Niam Niam 
soldiers. With this little force he was in con- 
flict twenty times in 1883 with four Islamized 
tribes, living on the southern edge of Darfour, 
and led by the Mahdi’s emissaries. Lupton 
Bey was holding his own, and believed he 
would win. “I start in a few days, be wrote, 
“with 500 men, and hope to beat Mayendut, 
the great Vakdil of the Mahdi, who is in 
possession of the green flag that was sent by 
the Mahdi to be carried before the men who 
fight for him.“ 

Lupton Bey was doubtless overwhelmed in 
that or in some later fight by the Mahdi’s fa- 
natical hordes. He has probably met the fate 
of Gordon, and in his death Egypt has lost its 
brightest and most energetic Soudanese Gov- 
ernor. He maintained thirty-five Egyptian 
posts in the vast region be governed, and he 
turned into the treasury of Egypt the largest 
— it derived from any of the

torial province which lies along the Nile just 
east of the Bahr ei Ghazal district, is still un- 
known, and no news of bim is likely to reach 
the outside world for a long time, unless he 
manages to escape from his dilema by way of 
the equator.

GROVER’S COINAGE VIEWS 


The President-Hlect’s Letter to the 
Silver Men Causes Demo- 
cratic Dismay. 


But This Did Not Prevent the House 


from Riding Roughshod Over 
His Ideas. 


Cleveland Is Severely Oriticised for Foro- 
ing the Question at the Present 
Tims. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 27.—| Special. |— 
Mr. Cleveland’s course in writing a letter to the 
sliver men bas excited a great deal of com- 
ment and much consternation among Demo- 
crats, and the overwhelming defeat of the 
proposition to suspend the silver coinage, 
which was secured by Democratic votes, is not 
without significance. This vote was taken a 
few hours after the letter of Cleveland nad 
been submitted to the leading silver men. 

Some Democrats are quite severe in their 
strictures upon Mr. Cleveland for forcing this 
question at the present time. More con- 
servative men of the party think Mr. 
Cleveland should have let the question go 
over until the next Congress, and meantime 
let the party leaders and organs enlighten the 
country. It is not natural, they said, that Dem- 
Ocratic members of Congress should change 
their views in a twinkling upon so important a 
question at the bidding of the President-elect, 
and they added that it would have put the 
party ina poor light before the country for 
the Democratic members who have so stoutly 
held to silver coinage to have permitted them- 


selves to be moved at will by the President- 
elect. 


THE CAUSE OF THE TURMOIL. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 27.—Following is the 
reply addressed by President-elect Cleveland to 
the silver coinage advocates in Congress: 

“To the Hon. A. J. Warner and others, mem- 
bers of the Forty-cighth Congress—GENTLEMEN: 
The letter which I have had the honor.to re- 
ceive from you invites, and, indeed, obliges 
me to give expression to some grave public 
necessities, although in advance of the moment 
when they would become objects of my official 
dare and partial responsibility. Your solici- 
shall have been 
carefully and deliberately formed is entirely 
just, and I accept the suggestion in the same 
friendly spirit in which it has been made. It 
is aiso fully justified by the nature of the finan- 
olal crisis which under the operation of the 
act of Congress of Feb. 28, 1878, is now close 
at hand. By compliance with the requirements 
of that law all the vaults of the Federal Treas- 
ury have been and are heaped full of silver 
coins, which are now worth less than 
85 per cent of the gold dollar pre 
scribed as tho unit of value’ 
in Sec. 14 of the Act of Feb. 12, 1873, and which, 
with silver certificates representing such coin, 
are receivable for all public dues. Being 
thus receivable, while also constantly increas- 
ing in quantity at the rate of $28,000,000 a year, 
it has followed, of necessity, that the flow of 
gold into the Treasury has been steadily di- 
minishing. Silver and silver certificates have 
displaced and are now displaomg gold, and the 
sum of gold in the Federal Treasury now 
available for the payment of the gold obliga- 
tion of the United States, and for the redemp- 
tions of the United States notes called green- 

backs,” if not already encroached upon, is per- 
ilously near such encroachment. 
COLD, „ GLYPTERING FACTS. 
* These are fucts which, as they do not admit 
of difference of opinion, call for no argument. 
They have been forewarned to us in the official 
reports of every Secretary of the Treasury 
from 1878 till now. They are plainly affirmed 
in last December's report of the present Sec- 
retary to the Speaker of the present House ot 
Representatives. They appear in the official 
documents of this Congress, and in the records 
of the New York Clearing-House, of which 
the Treasury isa member, and through which 
the bulk of the receipts and payments of 
the Federal Government and country pass. 
These being facts—our present condition and 
our danger—our duty to avert that danger 
would seem to be plain. I hope you concur 
with me and with the great majority of our 
fellow-citizens in deeming. it most desirable at 
the present juncture to maintain and continue 
in use the mass of our gold coin, as weil 
as the mass of silver already coined. This is 
possible by the present suspension of the pur- 
chase and coinage of silver. I am not aware 
that by any other method it is possible. It is 
of momentous importance to prevent the two 
metals parting company; to prevent the in- 
creasing displacement of gold by the inoreas- 
ing coinage of silver; to prevent the disuse of 
gold in the custom-houses of the United States 
in the daily business of the people; to prevent 
the ultimate expulsion of gold by silver. 
THE ALLEGED RESULTS. 

“Such a financial crisis as these events would 
certainly precipitate were it now to follow upon 
so long a period of commercial depression would 
involve the people of every city and every 
State in the Union in prolonged and disastrous 
trouble.

New York, Feb. 27.—Patrick M. Hogan, 
Thomas J. Byrne, and twenty-six other Irish- 
man, lately wrote Father C. F. O' Leary of De 
Soto, Mo., suggesting that he appeal to the 
Irishmen of America for funds to urge war 
against England fot Ireland’s freedom.

CABINET PROSPECTS. 


Mapisox, WG., Fob. 27.—([Special.}—Ool. 
Vilas and wife left this. evening for Wasbing- 
ton teattend the inauguration ceremonies. The 
Colonel asked and received leave of absence 
in the Legisiature this morning until Mared 9. 
He told a iriend on tie tloor of the Assombiy 
this morning that be anticipated returaim to 
Madison Saturday, March 7, and would deliver 
his usual Monday morum lecture before the 
State University law classes and resume his seat 
in the Assembly the same evening. His 
newepaper organ, the Morning Democrat, in 
an articie thought to be written by the 
Colonel himself, said today: * The fact is, that 
Col. Vilas bas no expectation and never bas 
bad that be should be invited into the Cabinet. 
He bas made no effort and discouraged effort 
on the part ot bis friends to Dring or combine 
inflgence upon Mr. Cleveland in his behalt. 
Aod from the first mention of bis name be 
rightly forecast the situation and saw in it no 
probability that this section of the country 
would be aés:gned a piace ind Mr. Cleveiand's 
Cabinet. An tale story was set afloat some 
days since that he was preparing to go 
to Washington, closing out bis business, etc., 
Sto, in anticipation of being put to work by 
Mr. Cleveland. This was a tabrication in its 
entirety. Col. Vilas bas continued his bus 
ness as usual; bas been taking in new law 
business every duy for months, and has made 
no preparation whatever for an event which 
he bas ne er for a moment anticipated. He 
understood the situation far better than the 
thougbtless gossips of the press, who made up 
with very poor guessing for their entire igno- 
rance of the matter.“ 

While this view of the situation ig stoutiy 
maintained by bis personal friends in Madison, 
it is generally thought bere among politicians 
that the above articie was written so as to pro- 
vide a sortof I told youso”™ loophole tor him 
in ease of disappointment. His intimates 
ciaim that he has had assurances from friends 
in Albany that Cleveland will not cali bim. but 
that nothing hinting at the Cabinet, either di- 
reotiy or indirectly, bas ever passed between 
bim and Cleveland.

CANAL CAS. 
THE OLD ILLINOIS & MICHIGAN GRAB AT THE 
TABASURY AGAIN TO THE FRONT. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 27.— Special. — There 
were a great many vacant seats in the House 
this morning, and the day was devoted to read- 
ing bilis the first time and advancing them to 
second reading. A dosen or more were thus 
advaneed one step toward their passage. 
Among the few new bills introduced were two 
to provide for the payment of the old IIlinois 
& Michigan Canal claims, which have been be- 
fore every Legisiature for years. The alleged 
basis for Claims is that persons who did work 
in econstracting the canal bad to take 
scrip in payment, whieh wer sold 
at large discount. The claims aggregate 
$704,859, but provision was made for payment 
of 4 per cent interest from Jan. 1. 1848, to Ju.y 
1, 1885, which brings the grand total for which 
these claimants ask up to $1,908,286. Bonds 
bearing 8 per cent interest are to be issued for 
payment of the oluims. The attempt to rail- 
road these claims through is made at every 
session. Murphy of Cook was made the in- 
strument Of their introduction, but they were 
furnished bim by an attoruey for the persons 
who desire to profitat the expense ot the 
State. It is not likely that the Legisiature will 
pass the biils.

water at a depta of aimost 67 feet. What he 
deciared about a water souré? for the upper 
vi.iage was very Singular. He pointed to a 
spot where be said three water courses lay per- 
pendiculariy under one another and running 
in parallel courses. The first would be found 
at a deptb of between 22% and 26 feet, of 
about the size of a Wheaten straw, and running 
in the direction from southeast to northwest.

- RIVERS AND HARBORS. 
A ttt GIVING AWAY nes MILLIONS PASSES 
THE HOUSE. 

Wasutnroron, D. C., Feb. 27.~In the House, 
Me. Willis moved to suspend the rules and put 
upon its passage a bill appropriating $5,000,000 
to be expended under the direction and with 
the approval of the Secretary of War, for the 
continuation and completion of works desig- 
nated in the last River and Harbor law. The 
bill contains the following provisions: 

That the work at Galveston Harbor shall be 
treated as if the sum of $250,000 had been ap- 
ptopriated by the bill of last year. Any 
money whieh shall be allotted under this act 
for the improvement of the Mississippi River 
below Cairo (except so much thereof as shall 
be necessary to prevent works in progress 
from waste and injury) shall be expended in 
the continudétion and completion of works in 
Plum Point and Lake Providence Reaches, to 
the end that the plan of the commission for 
the improvement of the river may be fully 
tested; and money allotted for the Mississippi 
River shall bo expended by the Séoretary of 
War and in accordance with plans approved by 
him. 

THE MEASURE EXPLAINED. 

Mr. Willis briefly explalned that it bad been 
thought best not to allow present works of the 
Government to go to waste and rum on ac 
count of lack of appropriatons. For 
this reason he bad, after consultation 
with a number of gentiemen, brought 
in a bill appropriating $6,000,000, or one- 
seventh the amount which the corps of engio- 
cers had stated could be profitably expended 
during the ensuing year.

ENORMOUS PROFITS IN GAS. 
STARTLING DISCLOSURES BEFORE THE SENATE 
INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE. 


New Yor«, Feb. 27.— [Special.] — During the 
pession today of tne Senate Investigating Com- 
mittee, engaged in probing into the secrets of 
the New York gas companies, President Ken- 
nedy of the Mutual Company presented a 
statement showing the cost to the company of 
gas at the consumers’ meters since 1874. It 
did not include the price to consumers, 
however. But such . a comparison 
shows that wulle in 1874 com panies 
charged $2.75 per thousand f the gas cost 
$1.03. In 1878-77 it cost 84 and 85 cents, and 


the consumers paid $2.50. In 1879 the price bad 
fallen to $1.50 and gas cost only 85 cents a 
thousand. In 1880 the price had been put up 
to $2.25 a thousand and the cost to the com- 
pany was 52 cents, which fell the following 
year to 49 cents. In 1884 the average cost to 
consumers was $2.16, and at the same time the 


company was producing it for 46 cents a thou- 


sand feet. During the last thirteen years 
the earnings ot the Mutual Company 
amounted to $7,756,627, of which amount 
$3,525, was paid out in dividends. 
Mr. Kennedy was reluctant to tel) what had 
been the cost of the original plant beyond say- 
ing that the contractors, of whom he was one, 
had taken their pay in stock at its face value. 
His private books detailing that transaction 

bis profits in it bad been since destroyed, 
he thought, and his partner in tht enterprise 
bad sbut off the only remaining avenue of in- 


formation by dying. They got $2,500,000 of 


stock out of it. Of the surplus over the divi- 
dends it was shown by the investigation today 
nearly $3,500,000 which the law required the 
company to share with consumers by reducing 
the price of gas was salted down by the com- 
pany itself in bonds and stocks.

The Quo Warranto Proceedings in 
Kansas Against the Union Pacific 
Dismissed. ‘ 

Toreka, Kas., Feb. 27.—|Special.}—At this 
morning’s session of the House of Representa- 
tives the Governor’s message relative to the 
dismissal of the quo warranto proceedings by 
the State against the Union Pacific Kailway 
Company was considered.

FINANCIAL MATTERS. 


Two Leading Grain Firms in St. 

Louis Squeezed in a Wheat Deal. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 27.— [Special. A ey- 
clone of disaster struck the Merchants’ Ex- 
change today, and the result is two heavy sus- 
pensions and the wildest excitement. The 
wheat market had been ‘sailmg along quietly 
after heavy sales of long stuff made early, 
when a report was cireuiated that some of the 
operators were in a shaky condition. The 
market broke badly, and May wheat, which 
had been selling at 87% cents, dropped to 85 
cents. Then the announcement was made that 
B. W. Lewis, one ot the most prominent mer- 
chants, had failed. The excitement increased 
and a second report was circulated that the 
leading firm of E. M. Samuel & Sons was embar- 
rassed. 

Those who venture any guess at all place Mr. 
Lewis’ loss at about $50,000, and none express 
any fear that Lewis will go down permanently. 
They say that it is nota failure in tne strict 
sense of the word. 

Three deeds of transfer were filed by Mr. 
Lewis in the Recorder's office this morning. 
The first is a transfer on the part of Ben W. 
Lewis and Anna M. Lewis, bis wife, of 
8-33 of the property on the northeast 
corner of Twenty-first and Morgan streets, 
for $16,000, The second is a transfer 
on the part of the same parties of 15-33 of the 
same lot for $30,000 to Eleanor T. Lewis. In 
the third deed the same parties transfer to Re- 
beeca E. Lewis the remainder of the same 
property, 10-33, for $20,000. All of the deeds 
are dated Dec. 2. 

E. M. Samuel & Sons are heavy operators and 
considered one of the soundest houses of the 
floor. The report that they had quit meeting 
their margins created a furor, as the 
firm bas been dealing largely and 
stood to lose a large amount of 
money. When it became 
firm was unable to pay margins, some of the 
heaviest creditors met and agreed not to sell 
in ordor that the market might be sustained 
and the firm permitted to get over the difficu:- 
ties and avoid loss to creditors. The gentlemen 
who made this agreement were representatives 
of Fraley, Carter & Co., Fath, Ewald & Co., 
Golson, Coit & Co., D. R. Francis & Bros., and 
Tracey & Bell. These gentiemen refrained 
from selling and did all in their power to avert 
a general break, but without success, as the 
agreement was not made until after 1 o’clock. 

A reporter called at the office of E. M. Sam- 
uel & Sons and saw the members of the firm. 
They said they had no statement to make, ex- 
cept that the market had gone against them, 
and they had been 80 pressed today that they 
had concluded to suspend payment of margins 
until they could look into their affairs and dis- 
cover how the firm stood, They said it would 
be impossibie to make any definit statement of 
their affairs until tomorrow. They had noth- 
ing further to say on the subject. The liabili- 
ties of the firm are not known definitly, al- 
though the losses are believed to reach a very 
large sum. The firm owes the Fraley-Carter 
Company alone about half a million bushels. 

The firm of E. M. Samuel & Sons is one of the 
oldest and best-known commission bouses in 
this city. It was established back somewhere 
in 408 by the present partner's father, from 
whom the firm takes its name. The present 
members of the firm are Web M. and Ed E. 
Samuel. Both generally stood high on Change. 
and Web M. Samuel was an especial favorit. 
He was at one time elected President of the ex- 
change without opposition. The firm had the rep- 
utation of wealth, and not alone bad a standard 
reputation here, but also in all other markets 
ana in Europe. Besides receiving grain large- 
ly from the country, they were exporters on 
European account to a heavy extent. It has 
been known for some time that they were 
heavily jong on wheat in this market. 

Ben W. wis is President of the Lewis 
Iron Company. He is one of the wealthy Lewis 
family, and was supposed to be well fixed finan- 
cially. He has been a speculator on Change 
for several years, having made several hundred 
thousand dollars in corn in 1888. He was sel- 
dom seen on the floor, doing all bis trading 
through brokers. The trade on Change gen- 
erally conceded the failure of Samuel & Sons, 
and broke wheat down over one cent on the 
strength of their belief. 

A lively bout at fisticuffs resulted from the 
reported trouble of E. M. Samuel & Sons. A 
number of gentlemen bad entered into an 
agreement not to sell wheat, in order to 
strengthen the market, as mentioned else- 
where. Ben Barnes, who claimed that he 
knew nothing about the agree had con- 
tinued to sell, much to tke disgust of leading 
operators. Finally Sid Francis, of the firm of 
D. R. Francis & Co.,went to Barnes and accused 
him of selling wheat, knowing at the same 
time of the agreement mentioned. rnes de- 
nied this. Hot words followed, finally 
Ben said Sid was a liar. Francs led off with 
his right. Some countering followed before 
the bystanders jumped in as peacemakers. Tom 
Francis, Sid's brother, rushed to the centre of 
the struggling beap with such momentum 
that the whole crowd, peacemakers and aii, 
tumbled in a writhing heap on the floor. 

A meeting of the creditors of E. M. Samuel 
& Sons was held tonight. All the merchants 
were present whose names have been men- 
tioned as endeavoring to protect the firm on 
‘Change today. It was found that the firm is 
over $100,000 short. The firm was long on 
wheat, and it was decided at the meeting to 
allow the Samuels the benefit of one cent per 
bushel: the settlement to be made at 85% 
instead of *84%. The company does 
not yet know how bad the crash is. 
The couutry creditors will have to be seen be- 
fore matters can be adjusted. All the big ored- 
itors are the merehants named. Lewis is out 
a clean $50,000, but as he is very wealthy he 
will probably pay dollar for dollar. He was 
willing to lose that amount so get out of a bad 
box. 


An Important Suit at Cleveland.

SHALL THERE BE AN HISTORIC 
PARALLEL? 

Elsewhere in this issue of Tur Tamer 
there appears a detailed account of the man- 
ner in which Flemming and Loring, the;

A conviction fdllowed, and the 
prison doors closed on two of the men con- 
n with the great theft. 

n there was set in motion tor the re- 
lease of these rascals all the machmery 
which unlimited money and the resources of 
vice could command. The plans concocted 
in a gambling-house saloon reached fruition 
when Mike McDonald, with one of the Pres- 
ident’s friends and a brother of Loring, stood 
before the Chief Executive at Washington 
and secured an immediate pardon for his 
clients behind the bars-en the strength of a 
letter from a too susceptible Judge and a pe- 
tition from several residents of Chicago whose 
discrimination between vice and virtue may 
be estimated by thé remark of one of the 
signers that he would do it again under the 
same circumstances.” 

The conditions in the Mackin case are sim- 
ilar to those outlined above, and the question 
now is whether the election frauds shall close 
their record in like manner with “ Fund 
W.“ Back of the convicted ballot-box stuff- 
ers stands nearly the same coterie of re- 
spectable citizens” that stood by Flemming 
and Loring.

THE DEMOURATS IN TROUBLE. 

The rejection by the Democrats of the 
House of Representatives of the clause at- 
tached to the Sundry Civil bill for the sus- 
pension of silver coinage will increase very 
materially the embarrassments of the new 
Administration. Cleveland had made a per- 
sonal matter of this issue. He had written 
a letter to the silver extremists urging them 
to abandon weir opposition to the suspension 
of coinage in order to spare the new Admin- 
istration the menace of a financial crisis.

When that condition sets in the 500 millions 
of gold will disappear from circulation and 
from bank reserves, from all monetary 
use in this country, and will be ex- 
ported, That means a contraction in 
the volume of money amounting to more 
than $500,000,000. But this is not all. 
Greenbacks will follow the decline of silver 


Im whieh they are redeemable, and bank 


notes will follow the decline of greenbacks 
in which they are redeeima le. That means 
a shrinkage in the purchasing capacity of all 
the current money in the country—a disaster 
which would fall upon all classes of business, 
but with special ip on the wage 
classes. 

Mr. Cleveland’s Administration could be 
embarrassed in no way so seriously as by a 
marked disturbance in the volume and pur- 
chasing capacity of the currency. The ad- 
vantages which many sanguine people have 
anticipated from a change of parties would 
be converted into a crying evil, and the 
Democratic party would be deserted by the 
thousands all over the country. Mr. Cleve- 
land has advisers who are astute enough to 
foresee all this, even if he is not himself 


aware of it, and this foresight is a sufficient’ 


reason for the anxiety he has shown to have 
the threatened monetary embarrassment re- 
moved. But the demagogs in his party, 
misconceiving the scope and purpose of the 
law which restored the silver dollar and 
anxious to pander to what they regard as a 
popular sentiment, have closed their eyes to 
the welfare of the new Administration and 
their own party and prepared the way fora 
new dissension. 


HIGH LICENSE IN WISCONSIN AND 
MINNESOTA. 

By incompetent management in Minnesota 

high license, which a vast majority of the 

people desire, bas been defeated. By ex- 


traordinary timidity in Wisconsin its enact- 


ment is seriously endangered. In the Min- 
nesota Senate some members whose support 
had been counted on proved faithless to the 
public wishes, and others who were regarded 


as friendly to it were purposely absent, and 


in their absence the bill was defeated. The 
Pioneer-Press of St. Paul says: Tbe vote 
stood yeas 2, nays 20, nineteen friends of 
the measure refusing to vote in order to pre- 
vent a quorum until they could be reinforced 
by the absentees—and have thé constitu- 
tional majority n to its passage. In 
acting President, 
Morrison, came to the rescue of the liquor- 
dealers by declaring a quorum present, and 
the bill was lost. The bil] had previously 
passed the House by a large majority. Un- 
less another of a less effective character, which 
has been introduced, gets through before ad- 
journment nothing will be done for two 
years; a million a year of revenue will be 
lost to the municipalities, and no curb or reg- 
ulation will be put on the liquor traffic, 
though the overwhelming majority of the 
people of Minnesota demanded the pas- 
sage of a high-license law. In Wisconsin 
it becomes more and more apparent that 
legislators who are friendly to the principle 
of high lieense are intimidated by the oppo- 
sition of the brewing interests of Milwau- 
kee and by the absurd threats that the 
German-Repudlican voters will stampede to 
the Democrats if the bill taxing the dogger- 
ies is passed. This ridiculous bluster and bluff 
are said to have scared a number of weak- 
minded, timorous members. 

Once more we would inform the Repub- 
licans of Wisconsin that these threats are 
noise—mere froth—and that there isno dan- 
ger of a stamp ede of German voters, or even 
of German opposition to the execution 
of the law after it has been passed. 
The Milwaukee brewers are fighting 
the passage of the law because then 
they cannot establish so many saloons and 
operate them on shares with keepers. Most 
of these little partnership doggeries, carried 
on by a bummer and brewer, will{go out of 
business,“ to the great benefit hot only of 
the community but of the legitimate trade. 

The environments of the situation in Wis- 
consin are the same as those which existed in 
Illinois, We have been through it all. The 
same menaces of the brewers and their bum- 
mers were made to the IIIinois  Legis- 
lature, and the brewers of Milwaukee 
joined those of Chicago in making 
them, and contributed large money to a com- 
mon corruption fund for fighting the measure 
and buying votes, and they bought two in this 
city. But the Republicans, aided by a few 
decent Democrats, went ahead and passed the 
bill, and, with the exception of Carter Har- 
rison’s temporary obstruction to its going into 
force in this city, there has been no effective 
opposition to it since its enactmeyt, and now 
the law is taking care of itself, being one of 
the most popular on the statute-book. 

Its enactment has not hurt the Republican 
party a vote, but a serious attempt to repeal 
it would cause a split in the Democratic 
party. In every way that it has affected the 
hau traffic it has done good. 

The mistake which our Wisconsin neigh- 
bors make is in supposmg that the drinkers 
fear their personal rights are to be infringed 
or violated. High license does not invade 
any one’s personal rights, as it is merely a 
police regulation of the vender for the pro- 
tection and benefit of the community. So 
long as the tax imposéd does not amount to 
positive prohibition, the drinker does 
not grumble, as it doesn’t affect him, nor 
does it affect his vote any more than it 
does his desire for stimulants. On the other 
hand, he knows and acknowledges that it is 
a benefit. He gets all the beer he wants at 
the old price, and that is the end of his ap- 
prehension. 
‘he gets as large a glass of lager as when the 
tax on the saloonist was only one-tenth of 
that amount. The principal difference 18 
that he gets a better quality of beer and 
drinks it in a more orderly, glean, and re- 
Spectable saloon, for the operation of high 
license is to close up the little doggeries set 
up by brewers and wholesale liquor-dealers, 
where all sorts of poisonous compounds are 
retailed in the name of beer, wine, or whisky. 
What is perhaps most important of all, he 
realizes that his taxes are less burdensome, 
and the saloons more orderly and fewer of 
them, and he sees fewer intoxicated men and 
less crime. 

The brewers know that the passage of a 
high-license bill in Wisconsig will not affect 
the Republican German — aby more than 


With the license tax at 8800 


high-license law of Missouri, passed by the 
Democrats, ‘which has abolished half the sa- 
loons in the State by taxing whisky licenses 
$1,050 and wine and beer licenses $525, hurt 
that party, 

The real opposition of the Milwaukee 
brewers to high license is not because of any 
anxiety on their part to save the Republican 
party from hurt, but is based upon entirely 
different grounds. They are fighting it be- 
cause it may prevent them from paying cheap 
license and setting up little saloons of an ir- 
responsible character to sell their particular 
beer only, and upon which they hold liens for 
their advances. The keepers of these dogger- 
ies are employés or partners of the brewers 
who furnish them the beer and pay the tax 
out of the profits. The change which it 
makes is that the brewers will sell their brews 
to more responsible parties, who have some 
capital of their own, and who are able to 
pay the tax themselves, and who will pur- 
chase from whom they please, and whose in- 
terest itis to keep orderly and respectable 
places and treat their customers to the best 
lager in the market instead of the worst. 

High license is not only a restriction of an 
evil, but it is abeneficial measure to the con- 
sumer, and both the sellers and consumers 
know this so well that when the measure be- 
comes a law the brewers will be compelied to 
cease opposition. High license once enacted 
always takes care of itself, It has done 80 
in Illmols, in Missouri, and in Nebraska, and 
all that the Wisconsin or the Minnesota leg- 
islators have to do is to go ahead and pass it. 
They will make a grave political, social, and 
moral mistake if through cowardly fears they 
fall to do it, They will fail to pass a meas- 
ure which will regulate the evils of intem- 
perance, diminish the volume of crime, 
and increase the public revenue, thereby di- 
minishing the burdens of taxation, with sat- 
isfaction to the sellers, the drinkers, and the 
general ;public.

HOW TO PERFECT THE THURMAN 
ACT. 

The Thurman act is a failure, and yet the 
means for making it perfect are so plain and 
simple that the only conceivable reason why 
Congress has not made it good is because 
they are so plain and simple. 

The gist of the Thurman act was the pro- 
vision that the Pacific Roads should pay 
every year towards the settlement of their 
indebtedness to the Government 25 per cent 
of their net earnings. ‘Net earnings” is 
so ambiguous a term that no two railroad 
men would everjagree as to what they were 
in any given case. The Union Pacific man- 
agers began quarreling with the Govern- 
ment about its meaning from the first 
day, and have refused to pay over 
millions of dollars which they right- 
fully owe the Treasury. What little defi- 
nituess the words “net earnings” 
had has been destroyed by the recent re- 
markable decision of the Court of Claims that 
they were to cover only what was left after 
the managers had spent all the money their 
ingenuity and bad faith could contrive to lav- 
ish on betterments that are partly of the nat- 
ure of permanent improvements. Any one 
familiar with the past record of the Union 
Pacific who belleves that its management 
will leave much for the Government after 
they have attendea to all that they conceive 
to be partly permanent improvements does 
not understand the elasticity of raliroad ac- 
counts or railroad consciences of that concern. 

The Pacific Roads Funding bill which the 
New England Senators, who did not vote for 
the Texas Pacific forfeiture, seem to be 80 
anxious to pass is an elaborate and. compll- 
cated attempt on its face to amend the Thur- 
man act so as to fix more definitly the 
amounts the roads are to pay yearly to the 
Government. Tun Trrsune has shown a 
great many reasons for opposing that way of 
perfecting the Thurman act. The fact that 
Senator Van Wyck has thought it necessary 
to offer amendments that this bill shall not 
legalize the outrageous fraud and violation of 
law committed by the consolidation of the 
Kansr« Pacific and the Union Pacific, and 
that it shall not make good stock which has 
been issued in violation of the law of Con- 
gress and without the payment of money, isa 
sufficient commentary oy the true inwardness 
of this very peculiar measure. This bill is 
full of suakes and it should not be 
passed. The Thurman act can be made 
operative to the uttermost by a very simple 
change, and by a method which has been in 
successful operation between the State of 
Illinois and the Illinois Central Railroad for 
thirty years. 

When the Illinois Central Railroad was 
chartered and endowed with a large land- 
grant by the State of Lilinois in 1851, it was 
bound by the charter to pay 7 per cent 
a year of its gross earnings, without deduc 
tion or charge for expenses or for anything 
to the State. The language of this section is 
as follows: 

« „ The said company shall on thé 
first Mondays of December and June in each 
year = ay into the Treasury of the State of III 
vois per cent on the gross or wtal proceeds, 
receipts, or income derived from said road and 
branches for the six months then next pre- 
coding. 

Following this are simple provisions that 
the company shall make an accurate report to 
the State of all Ks earnings, shall verify 
every such report by affidavits, and that its 
books shall be open to the inspection of the 
State authorities. That is all. 

The practical working of this admirable 
arrangement has been in striking contrast to 
the non-working of the 25 per cent net of the 
Thurman act and the constant bickerings on 
account of it between the road and the Gov- 
ernment. The calculation of the gross earn- 
ings has never been attended by any dispute, 
for there was no opportunity. for any jug- 
gling of that kind of aceount if there had 
been any disposition to evade the payment to 
the State, which there has never been. In 
his interesting account of “ Edriy Lilinois 
Railroads” ex-President Ackerman of the 
Illinois Central says: 


The fund derived from this tax thus far bas 
amounted to a sum more than sufficient to pay 
for all the public institutions erected by the 
State, sixteeg jin number, inoluding the State 
Capitol Building. These include two normal 
universities, one industrial university, one in- 
stitution for the education of the deaf and

WHAT CONSTITUTES A QUORUM. 

When the death of Representative Logan 
of the Illinois Legislature was first an- 
nounced some doubt was entertained as to 
what the effect of the vacancy so created 
would be upon the balloting for United States 
Senator. We are unable to see that the 
death of Mr. Logan cuts any figure in the 
case, except in postponing an election until 
his successor can be chosen and take his 
seat. The number of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives provided by the Constitution 
is unchanged. The fact that a seat 
is vacant does not alter the constitu- 
tional requirements for a quofam. Ac 
cording to the Constitution Illinois 
a majority of the members to each 
House constitutes a quorum.” It may be 
said that the joint convention is subject to 
the statutes of the United States, and that 
the quorum therein is determined by Nation- 
al laws. If this is the case the fucts are not 
changed. The act of Congress regulating the 
election of United States Senator provides as 
follows 

The joint fassembly shall then proceed to 
choose by a viva voce vote of each member 
present a person for Senator, and the perron 
who receives a majority of all the votes of the 
joint assembly, a majority of all the persons 
elected to both Houses being present and voting, 
shall be declared duly elected. 

A quorum eannot be present in the joint 
convention except a majority of all the mem- 
bers elected by both Houses are in attend- 
ance. The law is very explicit on this pbint. 

lf every Republican in both Houses of the 
Iilincis Legislature should resign his seat 
next week or remain at home without being 
paired the Democrats could not legally elect 
a Senator, for the reason that they have not 
a majority of all the members elected to both 
Houses. Of the total 204 members elected 
they have only 203, counting Haines, Inde- 
pendent, as one and Streeter, Greenbacker, as 
another. They have exactly a quorum 
in the House and aré short of a quorum in 
the Senate by one vote. The act of Congress 
does not say that the candidate receiving a 
majority of all the members alive or a ma- 
jority of all the members present in the 
joint session, but ‘‘a majority of all 
the members elected to hoth Houses, 
being present and voting, shall be declared 
elected.” The number of members who 
were elected to both Houses is 204, and a 
majority of that number is 103, and no less 
number will elect a Senator; and we hold 
further that there must be a quorum of both 
Houses present, and a quorum is a majority 
of all the members elected to a House, and 
as there are fifty-one members elected to the 
Senate a quorum cannot consist of fewer 
members present and voting than twenty-six. 
The Democrats, therefore, cannot elect a 
Senator without the codperation of at least 
one Republican member, because they have 
not a quorum of the Senate nor a majority of 
all the members elected to the General As- 
sembly. 

Hence it will be impossible tor either 
party to elect a United States Senator 
until it has 108 votes present in the joint 
convention, and a majority of these votes 
shall be cast for one candidate or the other. 
If a svfficient number of votes should be cast 
to declare the presence of a quorum of the 
miembers elected to both Houses, then a ma- 
jority of the votes so cast would be sufficient 
to elect a Senator: but at least 103 votes must 
be legally recorded before a Senator can be 
elected. 


THE REASON QF THE SOUDAN CAM- 
PAIN. 

Among all the English papers the Specta- 
tor seems to be the only one which has the 
courage to come out and assign the sole rea- 
von which will justify England in subduing 
the Mahdi and breaking his power. It con- 
cedes that hundreds, and probably thou- 
sands, of soldiers must fall and millions of 
money must be spent, that thousands of 
English homes will be desolate and every 
English bouse will be poorer,” but, never- 
theless, the work must be done. That work 
is to check the revival of Mohammedanism, 
which again threatens civilization. It pro- 
claims that reason in a most unmistakable 
manner, and, speaking ot the gathering of 
the Mahdi’s hordes and the threatened up- 
rising in other Mohammedan * de- 
clares, with great force: 


England, as the great Asiatic Power which 
claims always to be in the East the protector 
of civilizatién, whieh is even now in that ca- 
pacity warfing in Ethiopia, has the right and 
may have duty to arrest that terrible rush, 
to fire a cannon, as it were, into that sand- 
column whioh is now careering across the 
desert, and whieh, if unbroken, may over. 
whelm the cultivated land. Anda the best place 
to fire the shot may be Khartoum. It may well 
be that if we retreat, even with the resolve to 
fight farther north, all Arabs mdy see in that 
movement the signal from above: that the 
Soudanese tribes from Egypt to the lakes, 
and in all that wild country bebind 
Tunis, in which the Senioussi dervishes 
bave for twenty years been collect 
rifles, may acknowledge the Mahdi: 
that after a dreary and costly wait of three 
years we may have to face 100,000 Soudanese 
pouring northward for conquest, all armed 
witb rifles, and all disciplined vy the renegades 
from Europe whom: every Muassuiman move- 
ment has hitherto attracted. We say nothing 
of India; tor though there is danger in the 
Deccan, the warrior races of our great Em- 

ire there—Sikhs, Goorkhas, Rujpoots, and 

abrattas—are all Hindov, and could all, if 
that bewildering crisis should ever arrive, be 
called to arms upon our side. It may be bét- 
ter, in view of such a prospect, to stop the 
Mahdi at Khartoum, as it would have been 
better if Europe had faced the Turk when he 
first besieged Constantinople: and this, it is 
clear, is the decision of the wisest men we 
have--men who certainly disbelieve in al! 
plans of African conquest, men who have 
taoed painful obloquy and put down their own 
pride rather than neediesly shed blood. 


The despair of the situation, however, is 
that the Spectator stands alone in declaring 
the reason for the subjugation of the Mahdi. 
The other organs of public opinion are hunt- 
ing for reasons without recognizing that one 
exists. Many of them advocate a war of 
savage reprisal, to-take vengeance for Gor- 
don's death —a step which Gordon himself 
would never have approved—in other words, 
the massacre and retire” policy. Still 
others assume that the occupation of Khar- 
toum would mean government of a region 
stretching down into equatorial Africa. The 
London Times affirms that the onl? purpose 
is to keep the territory between Khartoum 
and Upper Egypt and between the Nile and 
the Red Sea clear of rebellion.” Rebellion 
against whom? Certainly not against En- 
gland, for England has no rights in the Sou- 
dan. No one claims that. The Government 
itself gives no clew to its polley, and it is 
deubtful whether Mr. Gladstone is able to 
give a elear explanation why English troops 
are there at all, the main object of

A GREAT deal of prominence is being given 
to the alleged fact that Gould, Sage, and 
others are about to retire from the directory 
of the Union Pacific.

Even if it were shown that the retirement of 
these worthies were real and not nominal, 
and that their snecessors in the direction 
were not their dummies, the facts of the 
Union Pacific case would not be changed. 
The efforts which are being made to redress 
the wrongs which have been committed by 
that corporation on the people along its 
line and on the investing public in 
Wall street are not aimed at any 
man or set of men personally. 
Men may come and men may go, but the 
corporation runs on forever. If thedirectory 
of the Union Pacific were composed ex- 
clusively of eminent divines or members of 
the Adams family that would not make good 
its stock which was issued for no considera- 
tion and in flat violation of the laws of Con- 
gress, it would not make legal the consolida- 
tion with the bankrupt Kansas Pacific against 
the prohibition of the laws of Kansas and in 
gross fraud on the rights of the stockhoiders 
and bondholders of the two companies, it 
would not be equal to paymc at in full of the 
millions which the road owes the Govern- 
ment under the Thurman act. It the real 
owners of this law-breaking corporation im- 
agine that by putting a lot of well-dressed 
figureheads in the directory and in the offices 
they can make the public forget the real 
points at issue between the company and the 
public they will be rudely undecelved. 


IF it be true, as stated by a Western mem- 
ber of Congress through the medium of the 
Washington dispatches, that the Dawes bill, 
which passed the Senate the other day, may 
be construed to keep the farmers out of Ok- 
lahoma till the sentimental claims of the In- 
dian tribes can be satisfied, then the bill 
should be defeated in the House.

LORD DURHAM’S DIVORCE SUTT. 
THE CASE ADJOURNED TILL WEDNESDAY—HIGH 
BOCLESIASTICAL WITNESSES. 

London, Feb. 27.—[{Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune.)—The Durham mairi- 
monial contention was adjourned this evening 
until next Wednesday after two days’ cumula- 
tion of about such testimony as bas already been 
sent to Tas Tarecns. The contest is now nar- 
rowed to the question. Was she mentally un- 
sound on the marfiage day“ -a quesnon 
much illustrated by the admission of Lord 
Durbam that, although he believed ber idi- 
otic, be continued for months all the reiations 
of husband and wife.

SECRET TESTIMONY. 

There was much secret medical testimony 
taken today. Trained barristers discount the 
defense, and aver that Lady Durham's silence 
and reserve sprung up from disgust toward 
ber husband on being told, among other things, 
by gossip, that ber busband'’s first love and 
companion bad, on being thrown over by him, 
pined to death, if she had not indeed committed 
slow suicide, The whisper went around that 
Lacy Durham would soon give an heir to the 
Earidom.

EUROPEAN POLITICS. 
THE RELATIONS BETWEEN AUSTRIA AND ITALY 
VERY MUCH STRAINED. * 

Vienna, Feb. 27.—- [Via Mackay- Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune. — The politioal world is at 
present absorbed on two great questions—the 
Italian and the Turkish. Grave disharmonies 
have arisen in the Buropean concert. The 
greatest tension exists in the reiations between 
Italy and Austria on account of the former's 
Colonial policy. 80 far the Italian Ambassador 
bas not given any explanation to the Austrian 
Foreign Office about the expeditions by means 
of which the Italian Government bopes to 
secure «a foothold in Africa. Neither 
by word of mouth nor in i writing 
has the [Italian Government deigned to 
give enlightenment as to the intentions 
of the Italian Cabinet. The tacittrnity ob- 
served by Count Robillant in Vienna is closely 
imitated by the Italian representatives at other 
courts. Italy has completely ignored even the 
protest of the Porte. Both Vienna and Berlin 
are greatly put out and annoyed by this new- 
est method of dipiomacy adopted by Italy. 

TURKEY BROUGHT TO Tims. 

For the last few days great excitement bas 
prevailed in initiated political circles. Austria 
bas been prepared for earnest measures with 
regard to Turkey. Fora number of years the 
Sultan Abdul Hamid has réfused 
to complete the railroad connections 
which the Berlin treaty made obligatory 
for Turkey. The timid Sultan saw that in a 
railroad line which led to the Golden Horn 
there was no security for his throne. The con- 
struction of the road bas been postponed for 
years. Even the journey of Crown Prince 
Rudolph on bis last year's trip to Constanti- 
nopls was not able to bring about a satis- 
factory result. Now, however, Aus- 
tria bas decided to take decisive 
steps. A few days ago Baron Calice, 
the Austrian Ambassador at Constantinople. 
was instructed to give the Sultan a terminal 
date for the completion of the road. and, in 
dase this should not be adhered to, leave Con- 
stantinopie with the entire personnel of the 
Em bass y. 

This threat had the desired effect. The Sul- 
tan gave instructions to intrust the copstruc- 
tion of the Turkish part of the road to the 
Paris Comptoir d’Escompte. Whether the 
building of the road will go on now without 
further interruption remains to be seen. 

DECISIVE ACTION EXPECTED soo. 

According to the information that has leaked 
into publicity bere, a decisive political action 
may be expected in the spring. France and 
Eurland are fully occupied in Africa and Asia, 
Germany and Italy are busy in digesting oo 
onies, Russia reveals more and more ber in- 
tentaons witb to Central Asia. Only 
Austria has bitherto contented berseif with 
confining her energies to the oulttvation of Bos- 
nian tobacco. This inactivity will not last long, 
and we in Austria expect u the spring the ex- 
pedition to Salonica. The journey which the 
Crown Prince Rudolph bas just entered upon 
to the Orient, during which be will visit Monte- 
negro and sojourn a few days in Athens, bas 
an intimate connection with the Oriental 
policy of Austria. After Austria, the Greeks 
jay the greatest claim to Macedonia, and it is 
pot improbable that Crown Prince Rudolpb 
haa the mission to Dring about an understand- 
ing between Greece and Austria in order to 
settle the claims of Austria on the Aigean Sea. 


OUR CABLE LETTER. 
A DYNAMITE SCARE DURING THE DEBATE IN 
N PARLIAMENT. ~ 

London, Feb. 27.—[Special.)—Durme the 
most exciting period of the debate in the 
Rouse of Commons tonight on Sir Stafford 
Northoote's resolution of ceutisure a loud re 
port of an explosion rang through the Parlia- 
ment buildings. The sound seemed to come 
from the official residence of the Speakes of 
the House in Westminster Palace, and it was 
quickly rumored that the dynamiters had 
been again at work. There was 4 
of excitement until it was 


immediately in front of the Speaker's house, 
and was forcible enough to upheave and scat 


ter the sidewalk. Ap investigation showed

that there had been a leak in the gas main, 
and that the escaping gas bad percolated to the 
Surface. Ithad then been set on fire in some 
aecidental way, and the flame had been com- 
municated to the gas in the main, causing the 
explosion. No one was burt, and the incident 
would have been a trifle but for its effect upon 
the House of Commons. After the scare had 
subsided the debate on the motion of censure 
was renewed, and it was noticed that the 
speakers were more savage and vindictive 
during the latter part of the evening than they 
had been before the explosion occurred. 

RICE AS CONTRABAND OF WAR. 

It is stated that France insists upon treating 
rice as contraband of war, and that the real 
re Adson of Adwiral Courbet's seizure of the 
sacred Island 0: Pootoo is to estabiish a naval 
Station trom which eruisers ean be sent to lu- 
tercept merchantmen carrying rice to Shang- 
hai. In view of these facts, and the indiffer- 
ence with which Lord Granville’s protest bas 
been treated by France, the British squadron 
in Chinese waters is to be augmented. 

THE COERCION ACT. 

Mr. Parnell is said to have intimated to the 
Government that the nature of the reception 
of the Prince of Wales during bis contemplated 
visit to Ireland will 4epend on whetmer the 
Coercion act is or is not to be renewed. Mr. 
Gladstone and Lord Spencer are believed to be 
in favor of igniency, and it is almost certain 
that some measure of amnesty will be adopted.

SANDRINGHAM. 


The Country Home of the Prince of 
Wales, 

Pall Mall Gasette: Our simpler task is to 
give our readers some idea of the surroundings 
of the Prince of Wales and his family, when in 
the country quarters of which he is so fond. 
Sandringham is rather more than three miles 
from the sea; south of it lie the parishes of 
West Newton, Appleton, and Rabingley, and 
between it and the sea Sandringham Warren 
and the village ot Wolferton, which, with a 
part of Dersingham, constitutes the estate. A 
chain of bills runs from north to south be- 
tween Wolferton and Sandringham, command- 
img un one side the rich marsh meadows dotted 
with cattle, andon the other the wild and 
picturesque heath broken by plantations. 
Sea, heath, bill, and woodland combine with 
well-ordered villages to give the estate the 
Sharm ot variety. The principal gate by 
which Sandringham is entered—a fine specimen 
of modern wrought iron—opens ou to an 
avenue of large limes, ending at but uot faced 
by the house. A special and charming feature 
of this avenue is that it forms part, not of the 
park, but of the garden. The house stands 
east and west: the east front with broad gravel 
Space before the principal door, looking on the 
lawn, walks, and sbubberies. Beyond the 
west garden and stretching southward is the 
park, which is surrounded by a wall, and with- 
in or closely adjacent are some well-built and 
pleasant houses, including the parsonage apd 
the residence of the Controiler of the bouse- 
hold and other officials. A lake lately made 
near the centre of the park is overbung with 
trees, and crowned by a centre island. Ap 
other pretty lake adorns the west garden, while 
one of the broad shubbery walks on the op- 
posit side of the bouse winds between rare 
pines and garden sbrubs to the spacious sta- 
bies, near which are a long series of kennels for 
rare dogs collected from various countries, 
while two big biack bears ina pit bard by 
attract the notice of eVery stranger. On the 
cast side of the house is the kitonen garden. 
with its excellent ranges of fruit houses and 
giazed walls, and beyond are the Princess’ 
dainty dairy and the home farm. 

Many of the oaks in the park are fine old 
trees which tor centuries have defied the 
wintry biasts which are so trying in the east- 
ern counties. deer add much to the 
beauty of the park, while in the plantations, 
which at once shelter and embeilisi the roads 
io the neighborhood of the house, the bird 
cherry and wild crab peep out from behind 
the firs and cross the silver stems of the beéch 
trees. The old manor house was pulled dowo 
in 1869, being alike inadequate for the require- 
ments of the royal housebold and so modern- 
ized as to bave uo associations with the past. 
The present house, which occupies the same 
site and bas the same aspect, is a good-looking 
red brick house, with white stonework windows 
of modern form, anda picturesque, irregu ar 
outline. Asuite of drawing rooms faces the 
lake and parterres, and a broad corridor unites 
these rooms to the entrance hall. A beautiful 
colored drawing, by M. Zichy gives a sketch of 
the saloon with ite illustrious inmates t after- 
noon tea. At the top of this picture is a paint- 
ing of Saudringbam Hall, beneath it the 
Prinoe’s esevutcbeon, and six vigneté, divided 
by bronzed and greeu branches of foliage, rep - 
resent the oceupations and amusements of 
the day. Two libraries ocoupy the ohief space 
between the saloon and the corner of the house 
next to the lime avenue. Cheerful windows ligbt 
up the interiors. which are models of odmtort 
and good arrangement, and on the sbelves 
are to be found a choice collection of stand- 
ard English works. many of the French and 
German books, and some Engiish county 
nigtories, which are almost as little studied as 
dlüe books, though affording an almost equal 
amount of useful information. 

What we have said will suffice to show that 
the Sand ring nam estate is a mode one and the 
houses of the laborers might well be imitated. 
elsewhere. The churchof St. Mary Magdalene 
approaches through the garden by an avenue 
of old trees, is of the late perpendicular sty ie. 
with battiements round the walis and tower, 
and stands nobly on arising ground. It was 
first restored in 1855 by Lady Harriet Cowper, 
wife of the Hon. Spencer Cowper, to com- 
memorate their only child, but has been much 
beautified sino the castle came into the Prince 
of Wales’ bands.

A Chicago , Driver’s Talk on Trotters 
and Pacers. 

Boston Herald: Westmont and Lorene have 
attracted a great deal of attention whenever 
they have appeared on the drives of Brighton 
and Brookline during the last two weeks. 
Waile they are not a fancy match, they look 
and act well together, and Westmonc proves a 
remarkably good sleigb-horse. The writér bad 
the pleasure of 9 drive behind them two days 
ago. Westmont was not only fast, but eager 
to go faster, and Lorene made a good pole 
horse, though not quite equal to her stable 
companion. Peter V. Johnson handled them, 
and they appeared to understand every word 
he uttered, Lorefie being exceedingly docile 
and affectionate. During the drive an oppor- 
tunity was offered for a chat with the former 
driver of the renowned pacer Johnston, now 
in Commodore Kittson's stable. Among 
other things, Johnson said that, although 
a report was abroad that Westmont and 
Lorene would be, in different stables 
next season, he nda no knowledge of any 
change. Speaking of the reports of crooked- 
ness in trotting-races, Mr. Johnson said they 
were due as much to the bragging of uwnsuc- 
cessful drivers as to any other cause, and there 
was little truth in manv of them. Regarding 
the coming trotters, be considered a little mare 
owned by Mr. Scattergood of Philadeipbia as 
the most promising of those that came out last 
season. Johnston he considered by long odds 
the greatest pacer in the country, and thought 
he was in an entirely different class from other 
pacers. To his mind the king of pacers was 
the only profitable investment in Kittson's 
stable. The other horses—pacers and trotters 
—oost too much for what they can do. Von 
Arnim, Revenue, Fanny Witherspoon, and the 
others for which big prices were paid, have not 
come up to expectation. “Theré are very 
few horses which de required for trotting- 
races exclusively that are worth over 
$5,000," ne sald. “Ifa gentleman has plenty 
of money, and wants a really fast horse to 
eclipse anything on the road, he can afford to 
pay a good price for the pieasure, but when 
zou consider the cost of keeping, entrance 
money, traveling expenses, etc., and then 
count the gross earnings at the close of the 
season, you will see at a glance that there isn't 
much profit in a fast horse that costs over 
$5,000, unless, indeed, be is a phenomenal trot- 
teror pacer. In that case you may get your 
money back in a tew seasons, and have some- 
thing left for your trouble and the risk you 
have taken.“ Mr. Johnson is confident that 
both Lorere and Westmont will better their 
records the coming season. They have not 
been sent after any of the double teams on the 
roads here because both Mr. Hill and Mr. John- 
son are desirous of saving them as much as 
possibie fur next season's races. The horses 
will remain here until Wednesday or Thursday 
next, when they will be shipped to Portland, 
Me.

HYDE PARK. 


Two Schemes That Have Failed—Elec- 
tion Judges Appointed. 

The Hyde Park Village Board of Trustees 
met last night. The movementto divide the 
village is practioally dead, through the difficulty 
if not impossibility of obtaining the passage of 
the necessary bill in the Legislature. The 
counter movement to adopt a city organization 
received its quietus also last night. The Ju- 
diciary Committee reported as follows on the 
matter: 

Your committee, to whom was referred the peti- 
tions of 840 persons asking that the question 
whether the village of Hyde Park shall become in- 
corporated as a city be submitted to a vote of the 
electors of the village at the coming municipal 
election, beg leave to report that they have caused 
such petitions to be carefully examined, and that 
mey find that of the 840 persons who signed the 
petitions only 448 voted at the last municipal elec- 
tion. The law under which it is sought 
— * —.— this question to a VO requires 

the petitions shall be signed by at least one- 
eighth of those who voted atthe last municipal 
election. Fixing the vote for village officers last 
April at 5,600 it would require 700 of such persons 
who 80 voted to sign the petitions before this board 
would have any authority to submit the question 
toa vote. As the petitions presented do not show 
the requisit number of signatures we respectfully 
recommend that no further action be taken in the 
matter. a 


The report was adopted by a full vote. 


The subject of appointing the polling-places 
and judges and clerks of election for the ensu- 
ing village electioa of April 7, 1885, was taken 
up. After some discussion it was decided to 
appoint on the basis of two Republican and one 
Democratic judge and one clerk from each 
party. George F. Morgan, representing a sub- 
committee of the Hyde Park Central Repub- 
lican Committee, endeavored to enforce a dis- 
tinction between straight Republicans and 
Republicans, and upon the refusal of the board 
so to distinguish waxed indignant.

Session of the Transcontinental 
‘Association.

The ‘Transcontinental Association 
Proposes to Change the System of 
Quoting Through Rates from East- 
ern Seaboard Points. 
The Executive Committee of the Tra 

tinental Association was in session all yesterday 

without concluding its work, and another meet- 
ing will be held today. The principal subject 
under discussion yesterday was that of rates 
between sea bord and Eastern points and the 

Pacific coast. Under the present arrangement 

the proportion of the Eastern trunk lines on 

Pacific coast business between the seaboard 

and Chicago and St. Louis is much greater 

than the regular rates between those points. 

In some instances the rates on California busi- 

ness are nearly three times as large as on reg- 

ular business. For example, on  frst- 
class freigbt the trunk lines east of 

Chicago get $1.32 as their proportion 


of the California rates, while the regular rate 


at present is but 50 cents. This t, it is 
claimed, is the cause of the trouble between 
the trunk lines and the Sunset Route.“ via 
New Orleans, because the latter line is enabled 
to quote lower rates than the all-rail routes. 
The lines west from Chicago and St. Louis are 
the principal sufferers from the arrangement. 
It was proposed that the Transcontinental As- 
sociation should quote through rates from Chi- 
cago and St. Louis only, instead of from sea- 
board points as at present. The prevailing 
rates between Chicago and seaboard points 
would then be added to the through rates from 
Eastern points. By such an arrangement the 
through rates would be considerably reduced, 
and the lines west from Chicago and St. 
Louis would stin get as high rates 
for their proportions as they do now. 
Itis the opinion that such an arrangement 
would greatly strengthen the association and 
help to surmount existing complications, as in 
case of a war on rates between the trunk lines 
and the “Sunset Route (Southern Pacific 
from New Orleans), the roads west from Chi- 
cago and St. Louis, as weil as the Transconti- 
nental lines proper, would not be affected at 
all, as all the losses resulting from the cutting 
would bave to be borne by the trunk lines 
alone. Commissioner Midgeley of the Pacific 
Coast Association was called in and questioned 
by the committee whetnér the lines between 
Chicago, St. Louis, and the Missouri River 
would join the Transcontinental Associa- 
tion in the proposed sobeme. He in- 
formed the committee that he had no 
doubt that the road@in bis association would 
willingly enter into such an arrangement, as 
it would undoubtedly result to their advantage. 
The Chairman of the committee, Mr. Kimball 
of the Union Pacific, was instructed to tele 
graph the Central Pacifie, which is not repre 
sented at this meeting, regarding the new 
scheme, and if the answer is favorable the pro- 
posed scheme will be adopted at today’s meet- 


ing. 

It is learned that the Texas & Pacific, repre- 
sented by Mr. George Olds of the Missouri 
Pacific, has consented to sign the agreement 
adopted at the San Francisco meeting if 
above arrangement regarding through rates ie 
made, on condition that the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fé will prevent the St. Louis & San 
Francisco from cutting rates, which the Santa 
Fé agreed to do. 

Various names for the Commissioners bip of 
the association were considered. The choice 
lies now between Mr. John C. Gault, formerly 
General Manager of the Wabash; Mr. George 
W. Lilley, at present General Freight Agent of 
the Missouri Pacific; and Mr. George O. Man- 
chester, formerly Assistant Genera) Manager 
of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé. Mr. Gault 
would no doubt get the place were & not for 
the opposition of the Santa Fé. which is anx- 
ious to seoure the appointment of Mr. Man- 
chester. 


The Railroads and Commercial Men 
Agree Upon a New One-Thousand- 
Mile Ticket. 

A joint meeting of the Chicago Freight Bu- 
reau, the Merchants’ Association, and the Gen- 
eral Passenger and Ticket Agents of the Chica- 
go, Burlington & Quincy, Chicago & North- 
western, and Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Kallroads was held yesterday at the office of 
Commissioner Wicker of the Chicago Freigbt 
Bureau for the purpose of agreeing upon a 
new form of commercial mileage tickets in 
place of the mileage permits issued by those 
roads. The latter tickets gave much of- 
fense to commercial men, who claimed 
that the new style of i tickets t 
them to much trouble and r 
Various forms of new tickets were submitted 
to the meeting, three of which—one prepared 
by Mr. Lomax of the Burlimgton, one by Mr.

carried. The gross rate at which these tickets 
will sold has has not yet been fully deter- 
miged upon, some of the roads being in favor 
of and others of $25. In no event, how- 
ever, will the net rate be more then $20 for 

1,000 miles. As it will take some time until 


the new tickets can be prepared they will not 
be issued until April 1. 


Heavy Suits Against Six Michigan 
Townships by a Chicago Man. 

Mr. Joseph E. Young of Chicago filed in the 
United States Circuit Court at Detroit Thursday 
five separate bills against different township 
corporations in Michigan for the recovery of 
an aggregate of $355,000 claimed as due on 
Michigan Air-Line Railway bonds.

Ten Thousand Photographs of Prom- 
inent Chicagoans Being Prepared 
tor Future Generations.

To Be Sealed in a Memorial Safe 
and Deeded Over to the City 
of Chicago. 


The Work Being Done by C. 
Lore than Half Oom- 
pleted. 


— 


For the last five years Mr. C. D. Mosher, the 
photographer, bas been collecting photograpbs 
of prominent persons conneeted with the City of 
Chicago witb the object of baving them sealed 
up in a memorial safe, deeded over to the city, 
and deposited in the Court- House vaults with 
the archives of the city until the Seeond Centen- 
dial of 1976. He bas already prepared 5,146 of 
these memorial photographs and is daily add- 
ing to the number. He expects to collect 10,- 
000 pictures altogether and to have the colleo- 
tion completed and duly deposited with appro- 
priate ceremony before the end of the year 
1886. The memorial safe is already procured— 
a large iron preproot receptacle that now 
stands in Mr. Mosher's gallery as a monument 
to his own enterprise and generosity. The 
Mayor and City Council formally awarded suit- 
able space in the city vaults for the reception 
of Mr. Mosber's gift some time before the 
builaing was completed. , 

The safe is pretty well filled with photo- 
graphs. Its outer door bears this inserip tion: 

“In Memoriam, 1876. Mosher’s Memorial 
Safety Vaults, Containing Photographs of 
Prominent Mea and Women, with Memoirs and 
Statistics. Deeded to the City of Onivago as 
an offering and Souvenir ior the Second Cen- 
tennial, 1976." 

HOW THEY ARE CLASSIFIED. 

The inner door bas a lengthened inscription 
showing the olassification of the pictures. 
There are sixteen small compartments, divided 
as follows: (1) City, gounty, dnd State officials, 
including all the Mayurs ol Chicago up to 1885. 
(2) Bankers, merebants, and: manu/acturers. 
(3) Physicians, surgeons, and dentists. (4) 
Judges and iawyers. (5) Editors and journai- 
isis. (6) Bishops and cieraymen. (7) Priaci- 
pais, Professors, and teachers. (8) Prominent 
women and wives ot prominesit men. (9) Rail- 
road magoates and officiais. (10) Business- 
men and women of misceiluneous oooupations. 
(11) Members of commanderies, Knights Tem- 
plar, and kindred societies. (12) Old settlers— 
men and Women who came to Calas prior to 
1840. (13) Local and gevera! statistics. (14) 
Family records, and historié s¢rmons, lectures, 
eto. 415) Specimens of leading newspapers of 
Burope and Athefica. (16) Books and papers 
of rewidiscence and miscellaneous matter not 
Otherwise ciassified. 

BOW THE {DBA WAS FORMED. 

The idea of forming tbis memoria) collection 
had its origin in the Philadelphia Centenutal. 
At the request of the then Governor of the 
State, John L. Beveridge, Mr. Mosher took the 
photographs of 500 bid settiers and prominent 

-persons connected with the city, wrote a short 
biograptical sketch of each one, and exbibited 
the whole as a series of Chicago bistorica! al 
bums at thé Centennial Exposition. Mr. 
Mosher prepared and exhibited this collection 
at a cast outlay of over $2,000, besides the 
time aud labor expended in getting it up, be 
ing influenced partiy by patriotic motives and 
partly by the hope of financial reward through 
this wide-spread advertising of his work. This 
coliecuon of portraiture received high en- 
comiums at the time, and has sinee become 
much more valuable owitg to the death of 
maay of the people represented. It is now de- 
posited in thé vaults of the First National 
Bank, and forms the nu leus of the memorial 
coieetion whieh Mr. Mosber proposes to give 
the city. , N 

PRICELESS TO POSTERITY. 

Speakirg on the subject to a reporter yes 
terday, Mr. Mosher said: “I expect that this 
memorial offering will be a prigelese treasure 
a century hence. Posterity will surely be in- 
terested in the men and women who bave been 
prominently ideatified with tue birth aad mirac- 
ulous. fifty years’ growth of this city. The old 
Chicagoans are now passing rapidly away; in 
ten or twenty years hence thé last of the pio- 
neérs will have gone. Now, with the won- 
drous growth of the city, there seéms & new 
geoeration springing up every few ) ears. 

„Here is an album of iorty-five pictures of 
the most prominent members of the beneh and 
bar of this city, taken exactiy ten years ago— 
bow many of these have died since, do you think? 
Bighteen, or more than one-third, and the 
changes are even more marked in other profes- 
sions. 

J intend to have a compiete index of the 
names, addresses, gecupations, ete. of all 
whose portfaits are inclosed in the safe pre- 
pared and kept in the Recorder's vffice tor re!- 
erences so thät the contents of the safe may 
be examined on any special occasion that may 
be desirablé. l stall request if my deed to 
have the city appoint three commissioners to 
take charge of these memorials, and confer 
With the Centennial Commission relative to 
placing them in a memorial art gallery for the 
inspection of future generations. 

The collection is a wonderfu! one, and worthy 
the examination of every Chicagoan. If there 
be a mau lu any way prominently iMentified 
with this city, as minister, lawyer, business- 
man, of otherwise, Whose photograph tas not 
been gotten, Mr. Moshét would like to Know ft, 
sO that be can nail him straigutway. 


ELECTION OF A SENATOR. 

Curcaco, Feb. 27.+|Bditor of The Tribune. } 
~When my attention was first called to the 
question, What effect will the death of Repre- 
senta:ivé Logan have on the Senatoriai ques 
tion? I was inclined to the opinion that 103 
members of the jeint assembly could elect. 
There are fifty-one Senatorial diétricis, one 
Senator end three Representatives from each, 
making a body of 204. A majority of this 
body is 103. One dies, leaving 203, and a ma- 
jority would then be 102. Can the 102 elect? 
It all turns upon the construction of the word 
manner, as I will hereafter show. 

The Constitution of the United States, Seo. 
4, Art. 1, is as follows: 

The times, places, and manner of holding elec- 
tions for Senators and Representatives shall be 
prescribed in each State by the Legisiature there- 
of, but the Congress may at any time by law make 
or alter such regulations except as to the places of 
choosing Senators. 

It would be plain that any act of Congress 
making or changihg any State regulation would 
be in forée applicable to every State in thé 
Union. 

What, then, is understood by making régu- 
jations’’? What are we to understand by a 
regulation? Does it mean anything more than 
the mode? 

Webster defines regulation to be (1) ** the 
act ot reguiating or reducing to order.“ (2) “A 
rule Or order prescribed by a superior for the 
management oi some business or for the gov- 
ernment of a company or society.” Applying 
this definition it means Congress may make a 
réguiation in regard to the management of 
some business of a State Légisiature or the 
guvernment of a State Legisiature in regard 
to the election of a Senator. It re 
lates to the mode—the way of doing 
oe. ae assumes the existence of 
the body, and does not undertake to say bow 
the y is COnétituted, leaving that to the 
State itself to settle. It proceeds on the theory 
that a Legislature is duly organised—that ia, 
organized pursuant to the uliar constitution 
of the State in question, It treats it as a body 
organized—not one to be organized—and does 
not assume that the Congress shall have power 
to say what is ah organzation. Ordinarily a 
legislative body is organized and may transact 
business when there are present a majority 
elected of each House—the only limitation in 
Lilinois is by a special provision of the State 
Constitution to the effect that 4 certain uum- 
ber of votes are requisit to the passage of a 
bil. Congress then finding a Legisiature—to 
wit: a quorum of each Hou ves a 
rule, a mode, a manner for the 7 14 
Senator. Can Congress do any more 
gress @an say that a majority of all elected 
must be present and voting. then it might say 
a greater number would be mevessary, Or that 
a less number will be safficiént—that is to say, 
under the provision of the Constitution

THE GALLOWS. 


Jesse Jackson Escapes a Felon’s 
Death, 

Austin, Tex., Feb. 27.—Jesse Jackson, who 
wes to bave been hanged at Houston today, 
bad bis sentence commuted to imprisonment 
for life by Gov. Ireland. Thies adtion was 
caused by testimony which showed Jackson 
was an idiot and not responsible for bis act. 


J. F. Fisher, Jackson's victim, was a res 

* old negro teacher who lived on a liste fares 
On the banks of Bray's Bayou, about five miles be- 
low Houston, near the line of Galveston, Hous- 
ton 4 Henderson Railroad. rough industry and 
economy he had amassed a neat furtune. Jackson 
lived With him as a farm hand. About July 15, 
1864, Fisher wus missed from his home by the 
neighbers and Jackson and a negro named Dan 
Sparks were suspected of having made away with 
him. The two were arrested, and Jackson’ finaliy 
accused Sparks of having kiiled Fieher with an ax. 
Me took the officers to a ravine back of the Fiaber 
place, where the badly-decomposed body of the 
black pedagog was found. It was believed 
had dees in the back. 
Ab inquest was héid. when Jackson stated that 
July 11, 18864, Sparks who bad been working for 
Fisher, came to the rm and asked for money that 
Fisher owed hic; that he soon after att, taking 
with bim a sinwie-berreléd shotgun, saying that 
be would go back of the feld and kiil a few squir- 
rels; that Fisher followed after him. intending to 
Split ratte thas at least a half an hour after the 
old wan's departure a shot was heard by him. and 
Sparks son came to the house and asked him to 
walk back of the field to the woods in his company; 
that he did so, and on reaching the spot Sparks 
pointed Out to him Fi*her’s dead body, and said, 
“if you say anyth'ng bout this J will kill you.” 
He assisted Sparks in carrying the body to the 
ain 8 where they buried it with leaves and loose 
dirt. Sparks, through the testimony of respectabie 
German people of the Bray’s Bayou néighborhood, 
proved an alibi. Jackso was indicted and at the 
last term Of thé Criminal District Court was con- 
victed of murder in thé Gret degree 
and sentenced to be hanged Feb. 27. 
Judge Gustaye Cock, owing to the careless manner 
in whith the condemned man treated his coming 
doom. thought that Jackson might possibly 5e in- 
sane and summoned three experts, who closely 
examined Jackson and rep that Juckson Was 
incom petent to understand legal and moral te- 
sponsibilities Of the crime. This opinion was for- 
warded to the Governor, bet he refused to inter- 
tere. Jackson then confessed to a TRIBUNE core 
respondent that he killed the gid man with an ax. 
He said: “The day that 1 kil Fisher | wént to 
town in the Morning. buying things that I wanted. 
On my return to the place Fisher abused me for 
staying away 8 long. To get out ot bis Way I took 
the ax and went Into che timber on the bayou, in- 
tending to Cut some wood. Tue Old man followed. 
When he came up to where | was standing ne com- 
menced to abuse me again and came at me with kn 
ax that he had in his hands. I! chopped him with 
the ax, When be tel and died in the ditch. I cor 
ered a few leaves over bim.“ 

Jackson made another confession in which be 
stated that Fisher had threatened to take his 
scalp, and believing that be would put bie threat 
into execution, he tollowed him out toto the w 
and shot bim in the back, killing bim insteatif. 
Hie gun was loaded With Guckahot. Jackson Wai a 
brown colored man, about 35 years old, and looked 
like a mild-mannered idiot. ]

An Interview with Hiram Chase of 
Milwaukee, Mrs. Bartholow’s Fa- 
ther. 

Mitwavkgss, Wis., Feb. 27.—[Spécial. |—~Hi- 
ram Chase of this city, father of Fannie Chase 
Bartholow, wife of Tom Bartholow, whose at 
tempted suicide in St. Louis créated 30 great a 
sensation this week, was questioned today in 
reward to the affair. He said: It isa private 
matter and 1 don't care to talk about it; but 60 
much has been published that there is no 
longer any oceasion for reticence on my part. 
The thing i¢ a family feud. Bartholow & Son 
are a cOmmission firm in St. Louis. Thomas J. 
Bartholow, the son, married my daughter. 
She tod ber mother and myse.f Of 


her approaching marriage months before 
it occurred. Onjectioné were made to the 
matob by Mr. and Mrs. Bartholow, who wished 
him to marry a St. Louis lady whose name I 
don't know. Mr. Bartholow and his wife~my 
daughter—came here on a visit twe weeks ago 
last Sunday. Mr. Bartholow was called back 
to St. Louis on business, and his wife remained 
to finish ber visit. Last Tuesday afternoon 
she received an anonymous telegram from St. 
Louis say ing that Tom Bartholow bad sbot him- 
self. The dispatch was signed ‘A Freud.“ 
She received it at 2:30 o'clock, and started for 
St. Louis at 4 o'clock the same afternoon. 1 
oan’t understand the thing altogether. Tom 
thinks a great deal of his wife, and in my opin- 
jon be never sent a dispatch of that sort. It 
may have come from some woman.“ 

Hare you seen your daughter's certificate 
of her marriage to Mr. Bartholow?” 

„ Yes: the were married at Kenosba the 
24th of November, and have sincé been keep- 

house together in St. Louis—liv to- 
gether as man and wife. The telegram from 
St. Louis which was published in a Obleago 
paper this morning said that wine and women 
were the cause of Bartholow's trying to shoot 
himself. I don't Know about that. My daugb- 
ter said she never knew-bim to drink anyvbing 
but a giass of beer now and then. It's a family 
feud. That's all there is @ it.” 

„ Have you had any particulars from your 
daughter since sbe left Miiwaukee?” 

“We bad a dispateh from her day before yés- 
terday saying Mr. Bartholow was all right. 
Yesterday We got another dispatch requesting 
us to send ber truoks by exprees to St. Louis 
today. We expect a letter soon, but have not 
received one yet. The whole affaif is very un- 
fortunate, to say the least. I'm sorry that it 
bas bappened, and I'm very sorry that it has 
got into the papers. 1

The Scheme Miscarries Through No 
Fault of Its Originators—De- 


tails of the Affair. 


Laxcotx. Neb. Feb. 25.--|Special.}— The 
fact of tne President of the Irish National 
League, Mr. Patrice Nan, receiving an in- 
fernal machine, bas been kept very quiet up to 
the present, only a bare statement being given 
the lucal press in order to correct erroneous 
rumors. 


Your eorrespondent had the pleasure of ex- 
amioing what proves to be one of the most 
ingenious ¢onte vances of the Kind on record, 
considering the materialé the operator had to 
work with. On the odcasion of the Irish na- 
tional ball given bere the evening of the 17th 
inst., at which President Egan was present. an 
ordinary chip-basket was handed to bim by a 
little boy, with the message that it contained a 
bouquet of flowers from a local censervatory. 
The weight of the basket made Mr. Egan sus- 
pect that it was a joke gotten up by some per- 
son, particularly as a dard attached to the 
basket bore the legend: To the President of 
the Iris e—From a friend of Ireland and 
Livertv.”. He had it sent quietiy to the cloak- 
room, and when the event bad passed out of 
the recollection o those about be sent bis son 
Francis to examine ft. The young man pro- 
ceeded io the cloak-room, where he found the 
man in charge pa e with anxiety, and who said 
he was just about to piteh the basker 
out of thé window. — the inter 
vais ot silence he heard the monotonous 
ticking inside the basket, and he became con- 
siderably excited. Francis took the paper from 
the basket and found inside a long tin box. 
Raising the lid the alarm started, and he bad 
just time enough to piace bis finger over the 
cartridge of a p stol inside when the hammer 
descended of his diwt. He then dismembered 
the apparatus and placed it away carefully, re-

Sev- 
eral experts pronounced it dynamite from its 
appearance at first gene, There was a su- 
cient quantity if it had been dynamite to bave 
demolished the entire block, Had thé basket 
been opened in the ba:l-room, as was undoubt- 
ediy inténded, there would bave deen a stam- 
pede that nothing could have stopped, and 
there is no knowing bow many lives would 
have been sacrificed in the effort to get out of 
the building. 

Intense indignation is expressed on all sides 
at the attempt to destroy life and property. 
The President of the league, as is well known, 
gives no countenance to the London dynamit- 
ert, and as he is one of the leading oitizens ot 
Lincoln and is universally popular, it cadaot 
be explained on personal grounds. The boy 
bas been found Who carried the basket up to 
the ball-room. He states that a man met bim 
in the street and asked him if be wanted to 
earn a quarter. The lad résponding in thé at- 
firmative he was told to take the basket to the 
hail atid give it (6 uo due but Mr. 2 that 
it contained a present of flowers. e Was eau- 
tioned to handie the basket garefully and to 
hurry away as soon as de tad dellvered his 
m On account of the darkness prevail- 
tug at the time it is extremeiy doubtful wheth- 
er the boy will be able to identity the mah who 
handed him the basket. Mr. Egan's office has 
been thronged fora day or two past with peo 
pie anxious to got a giimpse of the infernal 
machine.

THE GREAT [RRIGATING CANALS OF SOUTH, 
The annual review of the commerce, trade, 
and products of the great Centennial State, 
published in the Denver Tribune and Republican 
give the details of the construction of the great 
Rei Norte Irrigating Canal, recently finished 
by the Colorado Loan & Trust Compaar of Col- 
orado in the Great San Luis Valley.

A MEALY MASS 
OF SNOW, GROUND ICE, AND DIRT—STREETS 

ALMOST IMPASSABLE—THE SUN TO THE RES- 

CUE. 

A bright sky and a balmy south wind, with 
the thermometer at 89° above zero “in the 
shade yesterday, combined to have a most 
softening effect on the snow and ice which have 
so Jong hel thespity in their frozen embrace, 
and were hailed &s the heralds of approaching 
spring. The water, as it began to be distilled 
from the snow, ran along the streets and al- 
leys in small streams, which were forded brave- 
ly by small boys, disdained by sober, sedate citi- 
zens,and regarded with looks of terror and many 
O. mys!” by the women as they gathered up 
their skirts preparatory toa grand leap. Citi- 
zens were busy clearing the accumulations of 
ice and dirt from their pavements in all parts 
of the city.. The city force was kept busy 
clearing out the gutters or cutting ca- 
nals leading to the catecb-basins through 
the deep drifts of snow, which, augmented by 
that thrown upon them in cidaring the streets 
and pavements, still stand six and eight feet 
high in many places on the outside of the side- 
walks. This work wag also engaged in by citi- 
zens and the employees of the large business 
houses, as all reali the necessity of giving 
the meited snow an outiet to the sewers. 

Considerable dumping of suow has also been 
done during the last week, but to clean the 
Streets i this manner would be a herculean 
task be — nee reguire the services of an 
army of men horses, The principa. dump- 
ing places have been the Base-Ball Park, the 
Lake-Front north of Battery D, the Pittsburg 
& Fort Wayne docks, and the river near the 
Rush street bridge. An immense circular 
mound of snow in the Base-Ball Park shows 
that energetic efforts in the snow hauling 
line have been made, but the whole amount is 
only a drop in the bucket compared with the 
millions of wagon-loade which still cover the 
streets. Near the Rush street bridge Tan 
TRIBUNE investigator found an insignificant 
heap of dirty snow. sprinkled with a pientiful 
admixture of old tin-cans and other rubbish, 
but it is claimed that a part of the snow 
dumped there broke through the ice and floated 
down the river. The Pittsburg & Fort Wayne 
docks, between the Madison and Adams street 
bridges, have been made the dumping place 
for several hundred wagon-loads of snow. The 
work of removing snow in this manner has 
n been discontinued, as Commissioner 
Cregier sees that it can have no visibie effect. 
We can do almost nothing in this manner,“ 
said Commissioner Cregier yesterday. when 
the heavy tide of business is rolling along the 
streets. We bave between 400 and 500 men at 
work, but they are confining their operations 
now to opening the gutters so that the melt ing 
snow can find its way to the sewers. It would 
do little or no good to open the catch-basins it 
this were not done. Theo thing we have to 
fear is a heavy rain, and I think we will be pre- 
pared for that ina few days. Next Sunday I 
intend to put on a heavy extra force of men 
and attempt to clear away the surface snow 
and slush from the worst streets where the 
traffic is heaviest—such as South Water, River. 
and Wabash and Michigan avenues. I have 
also ordered an improved road leveler, which 
can be used to clear the gutters of the snow 
which now obstructs them.“ 

Could you not flush the streets with water 
as soon as yOu get the gutters free from ice 
and remove the slush and snow in that way!“

from the force, and, as is well known, this 
punishment is seldom inflicted. The Justices 
of the Peace will also be requested not to fill up 
the jail with juvenile and petty thieves and 
persons charged with minor offenses of overy 
kind when such cases could be duly and satis- 
factorily disposed of by the imposing of a fine 
and bridewe!)) sentence. 

Amo the witnesses who filed into the 
grand-jury waiting-room yesterday morning 
were County Superintendent of Schools Lane 
and the School Trustees of the Lemont Die- 
trict. They were there to testify in the case 
against D. C. Skelley, Treasurer of the Lemont 
School District for two terms of two years 
each. Skeliey had the handling of all the 
schoo! funds belonging to the district during 
the four years, and was succeeded April 19, 
1884, by a Mr. Lee. When Mr. Lee took charge, 
it is said, he discovered a shortage of $4,200 in 
the accounts.

From this brief review of the famous 
fund“ speculations it is apparent that they 
were iastituted for purposes of fraud, and oar- 
ried to successiul issue. Before entertug, 
however, upon a discussion of the most oou- 
spicuous ot them all, the notorious Fund W.“ 
it will be necessary to dwell for a few moments 
upon the inner details of the original 
schemes which preceded it. Dan Loring 
and others were the backers of the two 
prominent bucket-shops of the city, both of 
which were doing a thriving business. Frank 
L. Loring, a brother of Dan Loring, and who is 
weil known to have represented the latter in 
various other operations which would scarcely 
bear investigation, carried out the plans for 
the organization of the “ brokerage and core- 
mission” business of Flemming & Milier, and 


Was a partner in the business, although his 


name never appeared, and it was not until a 
few months after the tund was established 
and the public was being swindied right and 
left that the alleged senior partner was brought 
to light. This happened through a lawsuit in 
which the firm became invoived, when it was 
found absolutely- necessary to produce the so- 
called Flemming, although it had been pretty 
well established by investigations made by 
Post-Office Inspectors that Frank Loring was in 
some way interested in the business. 

John Fiemming kept a little feed-store on 
Blue Island avenue, and the first he knew of 
his name being used as one of the firm of Flem- 
ming & Miller, the successful managers of the 
wonderful commission business, was when Dan 
Loring and his brother Frank visited him one 
day in the winter of 1882 and asked him to per- 
sonate the Flemmmg of the firm. The Lorings, 
while living in Detroit in former years, had 
known John Flemming. and, as all three of 
them bad been engaged in questionable trans- 
actions there, to the knowledge of each other, 
it was a comparatively easy thing to secure his 
services now to help them out of the difficul- 
ties into which they bad tumbled, and per- 
baps save both the Lorings from the peniten- 
tiary. Flemming, greatly surprised, declared 
that be would hardly be presentabie as a finan- 
cial operator, as 5 had no clothes fit to wear 
and was generally in a very untidy predica- 
ment. The Lorings convinced him that it 
would be to the advantage ct all if be would 
appear as the Flemming of the firm, as it would 
never do to have it shown that the title was a 
myth, and he was taken to a Clark street cloth- 
ing house and supplied witb a decent wardrobe. 
Then after a bath, a shave, a good dinner, and 
being supplied with $100 in cash, John Fiem- 
ming was shown up as the actual senior mem- 
ber of a firm of which he had never until that 
morning beard. This, it must be remembered, 
was the work of Dan Loring and his brother 
Frank. Dan Loring subsequentiy swore that 
he had no interest in the firm. 

The two bucket-shops heretofore mentionea 
were largely under the control of Dan Loring; 
iff fact, he was the one central figure and gen- 
jus of that business in Chicago. The firm of 
Fiemming & Miller, whenever they found it to 
their interest to close out the two funds which 
they so successfully managed (for themselves). 
represented to their sharebolders that the cash 
bad been lost through speculations in these so- 
called “exchanges.”’ Yet it was never sbown 
that they dad any actual dealings with them 
beyond a few hundred dollars—just enough to 
say that they had invested there. The money, 
while ostensibly going in on margins, passed 
directly to the bands of Dan Loring,mad was 
at once sequestrated for the benefit of the 
principals in the swindling scheme in one of 
the leading banks of Chicago, where,it couid 
be drawn out atany time, being personal de- 

its. 

P No dividend was ever deciared from the 
earnings of the funds; taere were no earn- 
ings. The swindiers simply returned to. 
„ shareholders,”’ monthly, a fractional part of 
the original investment. Those who invested 
moderately at the outset, at the end of three 
months might have received back the original 
sum deposited, and were thus made whole; 
those who went in late with either large or 
small amounts might perhaps have been re- 
paid one “dividend,” say 15 per cent, but 
when the collapse came the remainder of their 
cash went out beyond their reach and was 
covered into the ag aggregate which 
swelled the coffers of /the Lorings et al. It 
was a simple transaction. A invested $100. 
He received back $25 in profits on alleged 
„deals made for bim; the fund burst, and 
he was out $75. These $75 were gathered in 
by the rascals under pretense of having lost 
them in legitimate speculation. Thus thou- 
sands of people, anxious to become rich in a 
week, were made poor in a month. 


III. 

It was never intended that John Flemming 
should cut ang conspicuous figure in the 
swindling operations of the Lorings and their 
associates; but after be had, of necessity, 
deen shown as the actual head of a house which 
was harvesting wealth in a manner that fairly 
turned his head, he clamored for an interest. 
The Lorings began by kicking him out of their 
office, but this they soon realized would never 


40, tor be had got far enough into the mysteri- 


ous circle to understand that bonesty played 
no part in the business, and he began to insist 
that he should be recognized. Being the 
“genior member of Flemmm & Miller, he 
proposed to bave some of the profits. His little 
feed business in Rlue Island avenue offered 
no further attractions for him. He was finally 
taken in to keep him quiet, and when in Mays, 
1882, Mr. Miner went to Burope for reasons 
which be best understood. Flemming had be- 
come a conspicuous “ operator,” at least so 
tar as the literature of the frm went, but was 
known to but few people, and was never in“ 
to these who ¢ailed to see him. 

Thus we find the Lormg brothers the head 
and front of these schemes, althougn not pub- 
licly known as such, and an unknown indi- 
vidual, equally wanting in probity and busi- 


Newspapers everywhere contained their ad- and Flomiming as partners of the in 


vertisement, one firm alone in this city being 
retained to the extent of $20,000 for 
disseminating the glad tidings in news 
papers chat anybody micht lay down 810 
with Flemming & Merriam and get back $50— 
if they could” not being stipulated, however. 
New and tasty certificates of stock were print- 
ed on crisp parchment paper, and extraord- 
nary inducements were held out to all who 
would invest in the scheme. Flemming & Mer- 
riam claimed to have unusual facilities for 
dealing in grain, provisions, and stocks, pro- 
fessing to have connections with the regular 
board here and the New York Stock Exchange, 
and, knowing the desire of tne public to gain 
riches quickly, they had no difficulty in draw- 
ing into their net as fine an assortment of vie- 
tims as was ever secured by any set of sharp- 
ers in the country, The principle of the work- ' 
ings of the fund were precisely the same as 
that followed in funds H and K. The 
advantages to investors were equally as great. 
John Flemming had now asserted himself 
and was on the road to prosperity. His asso- 
ciates could ignore him no longer, and it was 
just as well so far as their purpose was con- 
cerned, because, should the identity of the 
firm be questioned, he stood to again 
declare bis connection ‘with it at an moment. 
As in the other swindling schemes, Dan Loring 
stood behind this one, and Frank L. Loring 
was the active and working spirit. He was 
not, however, known to the public, and not un- 
til later on, when the law took hold of bim, 
was he shown to bave actually bad any re- 
sponsibility in the scheme. There never was a 
person named Merriam in the firm. This in- 
dividual was a myth, unless we say that “* Mer- 
rlam was one of the Lorings, which it ap- 
peared one of the female employés of the firm 
believed, for, being asked on the witness-stand 
during the trial to identify * Merriam,” Miss 
Rosina Kersting of Milwaukee at once pointed 
out Frank L. Loring as that individual, and 
Danie! Loring she believed ic be Frank L. Lor- 
ing. The young woman “had seen Frank L. 
Loring about the officeso much, had noticed 
his activity in manipula the accounts, and 
his name had been kept so sedulously quiet, 
that she believed he must be thé partner, 
Merriam, which, in fact, he was. 


IV. 

Fund W was a scheme de'iberately iusti- 
tuted to defraud the public. According to the 
circulars of the firm it was a mutual codper- 
ative fund for speculation, buying and seiling 
grain, provisions, and stocks on the Chicago 
Board of Trade and the New York Stock Ex- 
change.” By means of its circulars and adver- 
tisements, showing immense profits, people 
were induced to send money forshares. The 
dividends were not profits, but a part of the 
investment, and were paid to encourdég® invest- 
ors to send more cash uti] the scheme was 
ripe, when the whole capital would disappear. 

A warehouse was rented on Marxet street 
and it was proposed to let the sharebolders 
have the “ profits” derived from the business 
done there. But this was a part of the fraud to 
get the people excited and induce them to pour 
in cash liberally. Nothing was ever stored in 
this warebouse beyond a small amount of 
grain simply to give the impression to inquisi- 
tive people that it really was what was claimed 
for if. 

W. W. Miller, who had assisted as a partner 
in the preceding frauds, insisted upon his re- 
turn ffom Europe that the Lorings should 
“come down "’ with $5,000 as his share of the 
plunder. After considerable haggling he con- 
sented to take $2,000, and this amount was paid 
bim Sept. 15, @882, through Edward Clapp, a 
brother of W. B. ( Bily’’) Clapp, the well-known. 
jeweler. Tho consideration” was that Miller 
should not injure ** Fund W.“ which was then 
in the full flush of success. The Clapps were 
known to have had sundry bucket-shop experi- 
ences, and the relations between W. B. Clapp 
and Dan Loring have always been very close— 
80 close, in fact, that they are to this day part- 
ners in various deals. At the same time that 
the above transaction occurred Dan A. Loring 
demanded that Miller should return certain let- 
ters pertaining to the fund business which had 
been written by Frank L. Loring, and which, 
should they fall into the hands of outside 
parties, would have revealed the swindling 
nature of the funds.“ 

“Fund W“ was successfully managed for 
upwards of ten months, and durihg that time 
over 8,000 people residing in all sections of the 
United States invested in its shares. The re« 
ceipts were in the neihborbood of $1,000,000, 
although John Fiemming is reported by Post- 
Office Inspector wan Ray to have stated that 
$800,000 would cover the amount gathered in. 
There never was any way of telling the actual 
sums invested by each sbarebolder, although 
individual instances came to light in the spring 
of 1883 of from $4,000 to $40,000. Some of the 
smaller investors got back threefold the amount 
originally put in in so-called dividends averag- 
ing from 20 to 36 per cent a month. Those who 
went in late got nothing. - 

No statements of account were ever sent to 
shareholders shuwing the actual character of 
all alleged deals, or When and bow made. 

No one ever knew whether his success was 
to be attributed to long or short deals, or 
whether they were made in grain, provisions, 
or railway securities. They simply sent their 
money to Flemmmg & Merriam, and this was 
in turn given over to one or the other of Lor- 
mes bucket-shops, placed in outside banks, 
and reported lost in the final crash. 

“Confidence and honesty between men are 
necessary adjuncts of success.“ Thus ran the 


legend in bold, black type at the head of the 
cirgulars sent broadcast over the country by 
Flemming & Merriam. Confidence they appear 
to bave secured, but honesty played no part jn 
their dealings. 

At last the day of reckoning came. Post- 
Office Inspectors began to investigate the con- 
cern, whose mail averaged as high as 250 regis- 
tered letters a day, from May. 1882, to Janu- 
ary, 1883. The Post-Office Department finally 
took action, and Postmaster-General Gresham 
(now Judge Gresham) issued an order Jan. 30, 
1883, stopping the delivery of mails to the firm 
of Flemming & Merriimh. The fraudulent 
character of the scheme bad been sufficientiy 
established. “Fund W’’ ooliapsed, and its 
victims were left to bewail their simplicity. } 
John Flemmius left for Canada, where he un- 
derwent various experiences that came near 
landing him permanently in prison. Frank IL. 
Loring remained in Chicago, protesting that 
he was not a party to the swindle and defying \ 
the authorities to prove any such charge 
against him. But in the course of events : 

ese worthies were’indicted and brought 
to trial. Flemming, after his Canad an ad- 
veuntures, returned to the United States, set- 
tling in Bismarck, D. T., under an assumed 
name. He was arrested there by Mr. Dan 
Ray, and made a confession of the charge 
against bim. 


V. 

The trial began Nov. 26, 1883. in the United 
States District Court, Judge Blodgett presid- 
mg. Frank L. Loring and Joho Flemmmg were 
jointly charged with having violated Sec. 5,448 
of the United States Revised Statutes in ba- 
ing used the mails for fraudulent purposes. 
The indictment contained ten counts. United 
States District-Attorney Leake prosecuted, and 
William C. Goudy and Emery A. Storrs ap- 
peared for the prisoners. The cleverness of 
those directly concerned in the swindle is illus- 
trated by the selections of their counsel. 
Messrs. Trude & Jenks had all along acted as 
the lawyers of the Lorings, and when the 
Post-Office Inspectors had shut down on the 
delivery of tbe firm’s mails Mr. Trude person- 
ally visited Mr. Ray and urged leniency for nis 
clients, but without effect. It was evident to 
the prosecuted parties when the trial came on 
that some one must appear for them who could, 
it was hoped, exert favorable influence on the

court. Mr. Goudy was picked out as the best 
man for this purpose, it being trusted that his 
friendly personal relations with Judge Blodgett 
would have the effect to secure advantages 
and perhaps mitigate sentences.

It bad not been legally proven be the 
trial that Frank L. Loring was a partner in the 
firm, but he was shown to be so closely identi- 
fied with it that be was held. The great point 
of the prosecution now was to prove Loring 
a party to the fraud and punish bim equally 
with the seniur member, Mr. Fiemming. The 
prosecution also earnestly hoped to be able to 
show that Dan A. Loring, N. O. Pope, John 
Hanscom, Hiram Peabody, Leo Greulich, H. 
H. Pratt, and omers who managed, Chicago 
bueket-shops, or so-calted produce and stock

but it was not possible to do this to the satis- 
faction of a jury as it became ¢t ry to 
prove that they individually had gulity of 
a violation of the law by the actual mallimg of 
letters such as Flemmm & Merriam sent out. 
To this day the public firmly believe that some 
of these men—Loring and Pope in partic. 
ular—were as guily as those who were made 
to pay the penaity, but they escaped prosecu- 
tion by the very small loop-hole of lack of ab- 
solute proof against them. ; 

There were several very important points 
settled by this trial. It was shown beyond all 
question that Frank L. Loring was one of the 
most accomplished swindiers of the day; and, 
notwithstanding the denial of Daniel A. Loring 
that he was interested in the fraud, that he was 
one of the chief aiders and abettors of the 
„funds swindles. Frank L. Lorms's connec- 
tion with the various funds from the time of 
Flemming & Miller down was established. It 


was shown that the books of the Public Grain 
and Stock Exchange, of the Metropolitan Grain 
Exchange, and of Waters & Co. were purpose- 
ly and fraudulently altered so as to show that 
the firm of Fiemming & Miller had lost large 
sums there in specuiation. When“ Fund K“ 
collapsed the books were doctored 80 as to 
show a loss of $28,000. When**Fund W” went 
under Dan and Frank Loring and N, Q. Pope di- 
rected alterations to be made in books of 
the two Yicket shops before mentioned so as 
to show a loss there of $120,000. truth was

change, and Waters & Co., another bucket- 
shop, became the depositary of ahother large 
amount. These sums of money were never in- 
vested in deals, but were pl in various 
banks in this city to the credit of tue several 
partners in the grand steal. For instance, 
Frank L. Loring deposited money with Herman 
Schaffer & Co., No. 125 La Salle street, opening 
an account June 20, 1882. He was introduced 
by J. N. Stimson, Secretary of the National 
Printing Company, who said that Loring 
was a particular friend of Mr. C. H. 
McConnell, the President of the printing 
company. Mr. McConnell has never permitted 
anything to interfere with his relations with 
the Lorings, even going so far subsequently as 
to urge that bis friend, the prince of swindlers, 
be liberated from jail where justice demanded 
that he remain until his term of sentence was 
finished. This account at Scbaffer’s bank was 
closed Jan. $1, the day after the fund col- 
lapsed; but two or three days previous to this, 
and when the rascals knew their fate was 
sealed, $90,000 was withdrawn on checks and 
trunsferred to other parts of the country in 
cash. The pupfits of Fund W,.“ as shown by 
the 4 were about 800,000. Weil 
might Frank L. Loring exclaim as he did after 
the registered letters of the firm of Flemming 
& Merriam were withheld: If Dan Ray nad 
not stopped our mail I would be the richest 
man in Chicago today.“ 

The trial lasted until Dec. 8, the court 
threw out six of the counts of the indictment, 
as insufficient, and the case was tried on four 
only. But this was not done until the second 
day of the trial, the court at first permitting 
the entire indictment to stand. The witnesses 
proved the most glaring frauds and showed 
that the conspiracy was one of the most stu- 
pendous ever practiced on the people of the 
West. 

Dec. 8 Judge Biodgett, in charging 
the jury, said it was sufficient to convict to 
show the fraudulent intention to convert to 
the defendants’ own use the money, which 
other persons had sent them for investment in 
„Fund W.“ It was not necessary to show that 
they had converted ail the money so obtained 
to their oon use. He understood that counsel 
for the defense had substantially admitted the 
use of the mails in sending and reeeiving pack- 
ages. Witnesses bad testified to receiving let- 
ters and circulars by mail inviting them to in- 
vest in Fund W.“ they 
did send money, receiving certificates 
by mail pur to be issued 
by Flemming & Merriam, for shares ia Fund 
W.“ Witnesses bad testified to receiving divi- 
denas on these shares. The jury must settle 
who managed the scheme put the article 
before the public, and who were fresponsibie. 
There was ample opportunity shown by the 
testimony for making up fictiticus accounts. 
The jury was to consider the character of the 
scheme, as disclosed by the cifoular, and as 
well the question, Did it appear on its face or 
terms A — or a fraudulent scheme? 

It required only an bour for that jury to de- 
termine the guilt of John Flemming and Frank 
Loring, and they brought iu a verdict of guilty 
at once. Two months later the prisoners were 
sentenced to one year each in the County Jail 
of Cook County and to pay a fine of 6500 each 
and the costs of the prosecution. Later an ap- 
peal was made, and it was heard by Judge Har- 
lan. He affirmed the decision of the court be- 
low. In June, 1884, six months after sgntence, 
the prisoners began their term in the jail on 
the North Side. 


VI. 

The prison doors had no sooner closed upon 
this pair of rascals than the equally guilty 
parties who had escaped punishment set to 
work to free them. In fact, they began opera- 


tions to get their men out of the toils before 


the conviction, but they found that they could 
make no headway. As far back as when the 
Post-Office authorities were proceeding with 
their investigations bribes were openly offered 
inspectors to let up,“ but without avail, 
When the trial came on District-Attorney 
Leake was one night approached by a well- 
known citizen, who in an airy, indefinit way 
hinted that $5,000 could be “found” by Mr. 
Leake if he would take the trouble to look for 
it, the consideration to be. Ut course, although 
not specifically stated, indifferent prosecution 
looking to the quashing of the entire indict- 
ment. But Mr. Leake was not that sort of a 
public prosecutor, and although be well under- 
stood the direct intention of the insinuation be 
paid no attention to it. The court had done 
all that lay in its power to free the prisoners 
by ruling various counts of the indictments im- 
perfect, and the Distriet-Attorney was deter- 
mined to vindicate the law. Failing at these 
two essential points, the friends of Frank L. 
Loring and John Flemming began to cast about 
for other channels of escape which might not 
be so effectually blocked. If money was 
wanted, their friends should not be obliged 
to ask twice for it; for, with upwards of a 
half million dollars in hard cush taken 
from the pockets of farmers and others 
throughout the West, there was no reason to 
hesitate as to the expenditure of $5,000 or 
$15,000, or more if necessary, to achieve their 
purpose. Dan Loring, who bad professed (and 
sworn) to have shown only a brotherly con- 
sideration in the funds frauds, could not stand 
by and see his brother suffer incarceration with 
common and iow criminals. Mr. Pope and others 
—entirely ‘disinterested "—could net, like 
ordinary faro-dealers, look complacentiy upon 
the sufferings of men who bad lost their all at 
their gaming-houses, There wab deep-seated 
conviction that this plunder bad been divided 
between certain persons who now became in- 
terested in the movement for the release of the 
criminais. True, there are those who profess 
respectability and business integrity who 
championed Loring's cause, and vaunt that 
they would do it again (and their names may 
be found on the petition asking Frank L. Lor- 
ing’s pardon), but as a rule their business re- 
lations with Dan Loring were and perhaps still 
are so close that they cou!d not do otherwise. 
From the earliest stage of the prosecution of 
Loring and Flemming Mike McDonald bad 
figured conspicuously as one of their bonds- 
men. The Lorings, who, it must be conceded, 
are longheaded, knew that it would be to their 
advantage to secure such a man for service, 


both during the trial and subsequently should 
the case go against them. Unscrupuious and 
with pertect knowledge of the art of Hxing 
things,”” Mike McDonald would be invaluabie, 
as he would soruple at nothing to deteat jus- 
tice. But up to this time McDonaid had not 
carried a point. The Post-Office Inspectors 
had refused to let up on the swindiers, the 
District-Attorney had turned a deaf ear to the 
taint whisperings of corruption, @ Granger 
jury bad convicted, and the Judge had passed 
sentence. Now some other rse must be 
adopted and pursued. 

Den Loring and his friends set to work to 
compass this end, and bow well they succeeded 
is already known. ,How it was accomplished 
remains to be told. There was now but one 
power that could be invoked to aid im-settug 
the prisoners free—the President of the United 
States.

For the prisoners, their incarceration could 
not have come at a more opportune time. For 
conserving the eads of justice circumstances 


counselors of Dan Loring ad vised him to await 
events. That convention would bring to Chi- 
cago many active workers who had ciaims 
upon the Administration, and.to whom the Ad- 
ministration might be placed under renewed 
obligations for faithful services in the coming 
contest. Afew of these men must be cuiti- 
vated, sounded, and, if agreeable to the scheme 
in hand, made active partners. It was not 
doubted for a moment that some of them could 
be persuaded to see how highly advantageous 
to them codperation could be made, and only 
such parties were to be approached as would 
most cheerfully give their assistance in return 
for considerations of various kinds. 

While Mike McDonald was a recognized con- 
troller of purchasable voters im Chicago, he 
had never come in contact with the represevt- 
atives of the short-haired Republican crowd 
from New York, and therefore could not very 
well make the first advance towards cementing 
ties which naturally drew these men towards 
one another. His friendship for Dan Loring 
was, however, well established. They knew 
each other well, and had had close and peculiar 
business relations in the past. Dan Loring’s 
acquaintance with New-Yorkers was large, as 
he had spent much of his time in that city. It 
so happened one day durmg the Convention 
season that Mixe Cregan, “Barney” Big- 
lin, * Johnnie” O'Brien, Clint Wheeler, and 
a few other prominent machine manipulators 
from the metropolis, working in the Arthur 
interest, were drawn to Mike McDonald’s dive 
on Clark street. How they were impelled to 
visit the place is not related, but that they 
were there is beyond all question. McDonald 
was present, and was made acquaint- 
ed with the party by Dan Loring. Thus 
the profitable acquaintance beyan. McDonald 
made the stay of the New York “statesmen” 
very pleasant, and cordialiy invited them to 
call again, which some of them did. Before 
the convention had assembled assurances of 
local influence in favor of Arthur’s candidacy 
were given by McDonald to Cregan, HBiglin, 
and O’Brien, provided they in return would ex- 
ert themselves to s re the pardon of Frank 
L. Loring. The release of Fiemming was not 
discussed in the earlier stages of the game, 
and it was not until later, when, fiaving dis- 
covered what was in the wind, and that he was 
likely to be left in prison, that Flemming stub- 
borniy protested against such procedure, and 
insisted that both or neither should go out. 
The political aspects of the case were by no 
means the only consideration which was to in- 
fluence certain of the New York statesmen,“ 
but McDonald's heelers could, it wa» believed, 
do a great deal of good at the time in further- 
ing Mr. Arthur's candidacy, and might stiffen 
the sentiment in Cook County especially. 

Before the time when Mr. Arthur assumed 
the Vice-Presideacy Cregan, Biglin, O’Brien, 
et al. had deen ot the former's most trusted 
lieutenants in New York. No machine work 
was too dirty for them. no manipulations too 
questionable to enlist their services, provided 
there was something substantial in them. 
Alter reaching the Presidency Mr. Arthur bad 
not been as cordial to the boys” as when he 
was plain Chet and used to be considered 
one of them. The New York gang for a time 
found themselves 3 and a more 
reputable political given the Prest- | 
dent’s considerate attention. The political re- 
lations between the machine-workers and the 
Executive were consequently strained as those 
who had hoped for the most pap began to dis- 
cover that their substance was slowly disap- 
pearing. When the problem of the spring ot 
1884 was about f be solved these men began to 
nedge against the future, and, believing that Ar- 
thur's chances for nomination were goo, they 
of course threw themselves into the wing of 
the party that championed his cause. They 
saw in his election a chance for fresh spoils, 
and they felt sure that if they became con- 
spicuous for zeal at the outset it would bring 
them rewards if the venture was successful. 
Of course, while Mr. Arthur in the three pre- 
ceding years had not been lavish with bis be- 
stowal of favors on them, he had not wholly 
estranged them, and, personally, Cregan, und 
Biglin, and O’ Brien were still his friends. and 
were permitted to approach him on much the 
same familiar footing as of old, 

Loring’s friends knew this; they also knew 
that Dick Crowley, the ex-member of Con- 
gress from the Niagara district, bad been on 
very intimate terms with Mr. Arthur, and chat 
he also was friendly with the New York crowd. 
Mike McDonald was born in Niagara County, 
and passed his early years there. Another 
friend, who was a silent but potential worker 
for the Lormgs, had also been reared in Mr. 
Crowley's home. The latter was, therefore, 
urged to lend his, ald and exert his influence 
along the line. 

In the early stages of the game, during the 
convention, when all the workers were togcth- 
er, it was urged upon Dan Loring that the first 
thing essential was to draw up @ petition and 
have it signed. No matter who the signers 
were. One ortwo well-known citizens wouid 
do. The others might be dummies if neces- 
sary. If the thing was managed properly the 
antecedents of the signers would never be in- 
vestigated in Washington—trust those who 
looked after it there for that. Then, having 
done this, the Judge who sentenced Fiemming 
and Loring must be approached. This must be 
worked by the Chicago end. Dan Loring and 
his friends knew best how to accomplish this, 
In the meantime great-secrecy must be ob- 
served. 

There were several consultations between 
the New Yorkers and Mike McDonald and 
Dan Loring, at which the pian of operation 
was fully set forth, Caution and care were im- 
pressed upon the friends ot the prisoners. 
Mike McDonaid, who was the active ag cut, was 
constantly well supplied with funds by Dan 
Loring for the entertainment of the New York 
guests. Every possible thing was done to ren- 
der their stay pleasant. The convention failed 
to nominate Mr. Arthur, but when the Eastern 
members of this pardon syndicate returned 
bome they were no less zealous in their de- 
termination to do a favorable turn for the 
‘untortunate” prisoners languishing in the 
County Jail than they were when the negotia- 
tions were first opened. Meantime the summer 
was coming on and events must bide their 


time. 


VIII. 

Having set in operation the New York end of 
the conspiracy to defeat justice, Dan Loring 
and his bucket-shop confréres, together with 
Mike McDonald, began to pull the strings here 
at home. One of the most essential things was 
to prepare the papers to be submitted to Presi- 
dent Arthur and the Attorney-General for 
their approval. It was, of course, understood 
bow these documents were to be brought to the 
Executive's attention, and bow be was to be 
convinced that he was performing an act of 
mercy in approving them. His old-time friends 
of the New York Republican machine were to 
work upon bis sympathies verbally, and repre- 
sent to him that the men he was indirectly fa- 
voring were among his stanchest supporters 
at the Qhicago Convention. it was deemed 
unwise, as above stated, to push the matter 
under two or three months from the time Lor- 
ing and Flemming went to jail, for should the 
scheme be noised abroad there would be such a

cess would be killed. 
The prisoners were getting on very com fort- 
ably in their new quarters. They were not 
looked upon as ordinary criminals by the jail 
officers and were paid every possible consider- 
ation. Their friends supplied their table with 
all the delicacies of the season, and liberal con- 
signments of the choicest wines, liquors, and 
larity sent them. Te money

from the annoyances of business cares, 
with every luxury at their command, and ex- 
empted from the usual irksome surveillance of 
prison life, these two rascals fattened and pros- 
pered. 

The petition to the President was prepared 
by u legal friend who had not appeared in the 
case, but who had given quiet counse! all 
along. During the summer a circumstance 
had oceurred which the pardon-seekers quickly 
took advantage of, and which subsequently be- 
came their pivotal argument. Mrs. Frank L. 
Loring gave evidence of poor health. and this 
was made the basis for the application to the 
President. As originally drawn up, the peti- 
tion appealed for clemency for Frank L. Lor- 
ing only. This came to che ears of John Fiem- 
ming, and he at once (and, it must be conceded, 
quite properly) entered his vigorous protest. 
He was “suffering” equally with Loring; he 
had a sister, who might be construed as his 
“faolly’; she bad suffered fully as much as 
bad Mrs. Loring, and he insisted that jointly he 
and bis accomplice must go out, or jointly lie 
in jail the remainder of theirterm. This new 
phase of the case puazied the Loring crowd for 
a while. Flemming was assured that they 
would attend to him separately in good time, 
but this would not satisfy the recalcitrant pris- 
oner. Both or neither was his cry, until they 
finally had to consent, fearful, however, that it 
might work against the entire scheme. 

IX. 

The petition as finally decided upon was as 
follows, and accompanying it are the names of 
the distinguished citizens whe were per- 
suaded to sign it: 

To His Excellency the Hon. Chester A. Arthur, Pres- 
ident of the United States: Your petitioners respect- 
fully represent that John Fiemming and Frank I. 
Loring are now confined and imprisoned in the 
County Jail of Cook County, Illinois, under sent- 
ence each to imprisonment for the term of ove 
year and the payment of a fine of $500 by the Dis- 
trict Court of the United States for the Northern 
District of Illinois, the Hon. Henry W. Btedgett, 
Jadge, presiding: that they have already suffered 
such coefinement for about five months last past; 
that each of them bas a family dependent upon him 
for support and comfort, and that through sivkness 
and otherwise each family has suffered greatly 
since the commencement of such imprisonment: 
that the friends of said Flemming and Loring and 
ot their families are willing to raise the money and 
pay the fines aforesaid for the purpose of securing 
their discharge that they may be a comfort and 
help to those depending upon them for support; 
that the payment of said ,fines and imprisonment 
already endured are a sufficient punishment for 
the crimes charged against them, and tit ends of 
justice are as well subserved us though Flemming 
and Loring were compelled to serve out their full 
term. 

Your petitioners therefore ask that the sentence 
aforesaid be commuted to the payment of said 
fines, und that upon the payment of the same the 
said John Flemming and Frank L. Loring be each 
pardoned and discharged from further imprison- 
ment.

of justice. Harry Everhart signed be- 
cause he was Dan Loring’s manager otf the 
Palmer House branch of the Chicago Produce 
and Stock Exchange. Leroy Payne signed be- 
cause Mr. Pal had don@ so. The other 
eminent citizens, aside from Mr. Warren Le- 
land and H. F. Billings, are principally un- 
known clerks, who presumably frequented the 
Loring bucket-Shops.. One, Mr. Halligan, is a 
telegraph operator, and Mr. Howard is a pol- 
ishor, whatever that may be. Mr. H. F. Bin- 
ings, formerly of No. 12 Chamber of Com- 
merce, where be was engaged in grain commis- 
sion, is now associated with Dan Loring and 
„ Billy ’’ Ciapp in the meat-extract business. 

These are the citizens who asked the pardon 
of the two swindlers, and whom the President 
was subsequently made to believe were moved 
to petition him on purely disinterestea grounds. 
President Arthur may well open his eyes when 
he learns how: completely he bas been made 
the tool of designing knaves by indorsing this 
lying misrepresentation of the actual, bonest 
sentiment of Chicago and the Northwest. 


X. 

With this petition in his pocket Mike Me Don- 
ald went East to confer with the New York 
members. He left Chicago in the latter part of 
last October, presenting to friends here that 
be was going o Niagara. McDonald had not 
been out of Chicago in more than two years, 
for pecullar reasons understood best by offi- 
cers of the la,; but these restrictions had been 
removed. It was absolutely necessary that ho 
should confer with those who were to assist in 
the scheme. Loring had preceded bim, 
and was living in New York at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel, where he now resides. There he 
had held frequent consultations with the New 
Yorkers engaged in this pardon-brokerage 
business, and it appears to have been pretty 
generally agreed that Mr. Cregan should as- 
sume the active work there as McDeonuld had 
done here. By this plan Dan Loring would re- 
main in the background, while McDonald was 
to be the recognized disbursing agent. 

McDonald visited Niagara County on his 
way Kast, and, it is alleged. held an interview 
with Dick Crowley in Lockport, the latter 
agreeing to do what he could to aid the parties 
interested in the scheme. From Lockport Mo- 
Donald went to New York, where, Oct. 23, be 
registered at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, and was 
assigned a room in close proximity to the one 
occupied by Dan Loring. While in New York 
the work already accomplished was thoroughiy 
discussed, and Cregan and Biglin carefully ex- 
amined the petition to the President and pro- 
nounced it satisfactory. They urged that great 
caution must be exercised in making the next 
move, which was the securing of the proposed 
letter from Judge Blodgett. Loring suggested 
that if the Judge held off, a letter might be 
asked from United States District-Attorney Tut- 
bill. But the New Yorkers thought differ- 
ently. They believed in tlettmg well 
enough alone, and if the Judge could be 
persuaded they would see that no issue was 
raised in the nee of the District-Attorney’s 
recom mendati It was best to make the job 
as simple as, possible; complexity of detail 
might burt the cause. 

The time was drawing near to election-day. 
The excitement of the season would be advan- 
tageous to the plan in hand. McDonuid was 
urged to go back to Chicago at once and set the 
wheels in again. And he left the Fifth 
Avenue H Oct. 28. 

As McDonald was about leaving be was care- 
fully instructed as to the details of the pro- 
ceedings at bome, and was urged to push his 
part of the details with all possible speed. 
The second and vital document was to be 
sent ou to New York the moment it was s- 
cured. su vent proceedings would be 
in the hands of thoroughly competent to 
handle them. 


XI. 

As indica: d above, there remained the one 
important link to be forged—the written ap- 
proval of the Judge who tried and sentenced 
the Upon arriving here McDonald 
saw weli-k attorneys, and it was decided 
to push Mr. Goudy into the breach once more. 
Mr. Goudy bad detended Loring and Fiemming, 
and, several years before, was counsel for 
Judge Blodgett in the latter's memorabie im- 
peachment trial. Mr. Goudy and Judge Biodg- 
ett had, it was well known, been most intimate 
friends, and the former was understood to have 
jnflueoce with the court.

They were 
found guilty by the jury, and sentenced to one 
year's imprisonment inthe County Jail of Cook 
County, ilinols, and each to pay a fine of $500 and 
the cost of the tion. On appeal to the Cir- 
cult Court the sentence of the court was affirmed 
in May last, and the defendants have been in juil 
since about June under the sentence. 

Il now understand that they intend applying for 
a pardon and am asked for a recommendation in 
the premises. I can only say that I think the case 
wus clearly proven and that the verdict 
fied by the proof, and the sentence did not seem to 
me more than was justified by the circa 
bat I understand both defendants have families 
whollyWependent upon them for support—Loring 
a wife and several children and Flemming a 
w' lowed sister and children whom he supports, 
und that Mrs. Loring is very ill and needs the per- 
sonal care and attention of her husband. 

My own judgment is that the imprisonment for 
five months is probably as salutary as for the 
entire term. Thats, the disgrace is as effective 
now as if they staid in jail the whole year. It 
therefore seems to me that if they, or their friends 
for them, as I understand they have no money, 
will pay the fine and costs a pardon may without 
prejudice to the cause ot justice be granted. Re-

How Judt Blodgett was persuaded to write 
and sign th‘s letter is thus related by a gentie- 
man who was in a position to know the facts. 
He says: Dan Loring one day entered Goudy. 
Office and requested him to obtain a 
om a Judge Biodgett recommending the par- 
doh. Goudy agreed to do sd. He called on 
Blodgett as if in a causual way, the Judge then 
being in chambers, and said to him: How are 
you feeling today, Judge?” Judge Blodgett re- 
plied: O, lam not at all well, and bave not 
been for a week." After a number of tender 
inquiries as to the condition of the Judge's 
health Mr. Goudy proceeded to introduce the 
affairs of another ‘invalid’ whom he had late- 
ly visited—namely: Mrs. Frank Loring. She 
was represented as being in a very sad condl- 
tion. Her husband's misfortune bad broken 
ber down. She had been unable to nurse 
her infant and the latter had died, 
and it was feared the motber 
would soon follow unless her husband could be 
released. The Judge was much affected, and 
agreed to write a letter recommending a par- 
don. The next day Mr. Goudy called and 
found the Judge again in chambers, and 
Judge Gresham sittmg with bim. Judge 
Gresham was familiar with the case, having 
known something of it after he became Post- 
master-General, and urged the prosecution 
himself with great vigilance. When Mr. Goudy 
came in Judge Blodgett introduced the subject 
of conversation and said to Judge Gresbam 
that be felt Loring had been punished enough. 
The disgrace of imprisonment was, he said, . 
sufficient, and would be felt by Loring and his 
family as long as any one of them lived. Tue 
Judge read his letter to Judge Gresham, and 
the latter indicated no dissent fromit. Mr. 
Goudy took the letter and gave it to Dan Lor- 
ing, and that was the@ast Goudy knew af it 
until the pardon was granted.“ 

| Note—So far as the above narrative 
Judge Gresham it is wholly erroneous. 
Gresham knew nothing of the movement fora 5 
pardon until he read of it in the newspapers. 

This is the version of the procuring of the 
Judge's letter as related by one who professes 
to know a good deal of the inside workings ot 
this deal, and who was himself perhaps con- 
sul@@d on the plan of operation. While Dan 
Loring may have personally urged Mr. Goudy 
to secure the letter, it seems to be as certain 
that be was also moved to the same end subse- 
quent to McDonald's return from the East. 
Accepting the foregoing statement as true, it 
may well be asked how Mr. Goudy could at 
once “agree” fo secure the letter from the 
Judge before he had even made overtures for 
it and simply upon Dan Loring’s request. By 
what authority did he speak so positively? 

Mr. Goudy certainly had no reason to fur- 
ther concern himself about the letter after 
turning it over to Dan Loring. He knew what 
its object was, and in intefceding with the 
Judge he knew he was playing the one strong 
card for the liberation of the men whose 
friends were not only “ready to raise the - 
money and pay the fines of the prisoners, but 
were also willing to contribute liverally to the 
well-being of all those who aided them in this. 
scheme. Dan Lormg, “Billy” Ciapp, and 
Messrs. Pope, Peabody, Frank L. Loring, John 
Flemming et al. were no fools. When they 
entered upon this pardon-procuring mission 
they knew they could not get “something 
for nothing.” Such high-minded and lav“ 
respecting persons as Mike McDonald 
even cannot afford to neglect their 
business in behalf of criminals unless there is 
an adjustment of balances somewhere. Such 
men as Cregan, Biglin, O'Brien and their as- 
sociates in good government in New York are 
too zvaious of the public welfare to give their 
attention to personal matters, larly 
when looking to the liberation of convicted 
swindlers —unless it be that their “sympa- 
thies are touched by the judicious and liberal 
use of the one convincing argument that 
capitalists alone can employ. Mr. William C. 
Goudy, who enjoys the reputation of boing a

He 
inberits thie from one of bis grandparents, 
neither of his parents having any especial 
taste in that direction. 

Curious as such things are, they are much 
less so than are cases of pre-natal inguence. In 
the circular mentioned above is described a 
case in which a lady had for many years, even 
before marriage, a horror of redbeaded people.

As among human beings, so there are many 
cases among domesticated animals showing 
plainly the effects that any strong emotion in 
the mother, as fear, lonemg. hatred, disgust, or 
horror, may have upon ber unboru young. Un- 
fortunately, people too frequently ignore this, 
and not infrequently suffer greatly in conse- 
quence from eviis that might have been pre- 
vented by a wise regard for the condition of the 
pregnant mother. 

To the breeder a knowledge of the effects 
which prenatal influence and atavism may 
have upon the offspring of the animals which 
he proposes coupling is of considerable im- 
portance.

There has been a good deal of misrepresenta- 
ton as to the manner of securing the indorse- 
ments of the Attorney-General and the Presi- 
dent, and the greater part of it has come direct 
from the White House. 

Mr. Phillips, the President's private secre- 
tary, states that on the face of the papers a 
pardon could scarcely have been refused. 
They were regarded as conclusive and the 
pardon asaroutine matter, the responsibility 
for which rests with those who, although fully 
conversant with the circumstances, were will- 


ing to request it. 

Mr. Phillips said that, as far as he is aware, 
no personal appeal was made and no personal 
influence was brought to bear in the matter. 
He never heard of the interference of Crow- 
ley, O’Brien, Bielin, Cregan, or any other New 
York men in the matter, and kuew of no per- 
sonal presentation of the case to the Presi- 
dent or of appeals by any Western men or 
otners. 

It has been further stated at the White 
House and Department of Justice that what- 
ever error was committed or whatever blame 
attaches to the pardons reflects upon the Ill) 
nuis Judge and citizens by whom the pardons 
were recommended, and not upon either the At- 
torney-General or the President. 

Attorney-General Brewster, when ques- 
tioned, said that the case was never specially 
brought to his attention, and that no personal 
influence was ever brought to bear or personal 
appeal made. Ia his absence, he said, the ap- 
plication for a pardon was prepared for his in- 
dorsement, and finding it approved by the 
Judge, and, in the absence of known objection, 
he approved the recommendation without giv- 
ing it special consideration. He regarded it as 
a routine matter, the papers leaving little room 
for the exercise of discretion. 

The foregoing is given for what it is worth. 
Despite Mr. Phillips’ denial, Mr. Cregan was 
not only in Wash'ngton but was at the White 
House during the time the pardons were under 
consideration. Mr. Cregan was one of three 
persons who presented the papers to the Presi- 
dent. Contrary to the general rule, the pa- 
pers were already in shape for official action. 
the petitions, the Judge's letter, etc., all being 
ready. The papers after being presented by 
Mr. Cregan were referred. to the Attorney- 
General, by him indorsed, and returned and 
then approved by the President. The Presi- 
dent, the Attorney-General, and Mr. Phillips 
are the only persons acquainted with all the 
circumstances, and the latter's statement has 
been given above. Notwithstanding his state- 
ment, itis learned from a source not to be 
questioned that Mr. Cregan was at the White 
House on this subject and was accompanied by 
two Western men. These men were Mike Mo- 
Donald and Daniel A. Loring ot Chicago. 


It furthermore appears to have been suf- 
ficient ground for executive clemency, in the 
opmion of the court, thai Loring’s associate, 
Flemming. had a sister who was dependent 
upon him. The fact is, Judge Biodgett was 
aware that both must come from jail together 
if the principal rascal was to gain his point, 
and so this very lame argument was set up in 
Flemming’s behalf—one which would have re- 
ceived no consideration whatever from the 
Department of Justice at Washington, or the 
President, either, bad the case been permitted 
to pass upon its own merits and witbout the 
personal intervention of influential friends at 
the eastern end of the line. 

That, ag Judge Blodgett states, the prisoners 

„bad no money is notafact. They had grown 
rich on their plunder. Their families were 
well provided for. Their jail life was a eon- 
stant round of pleasure. They lived, even in 
prison, like milhonaires, on the fat of the fand. 
and since their release it is well known that 
they have not been in want of anything. It 
was possibie for Judge Blodgett to convince 
bimseif oa this point fore be unwisely put 
his name to the letter recommending their 
pardon.

The entire decrease in the number of sheep 
is only a little more than a quarter of a mill 
jon. This is much less than the reports pub- 
lished from time to time would have led ong to 
expect. 

Last year an increase was reported in the 
value of all farm animals except sheep and 
swine. In this return chere is a decline in all 
values in sympathy with the general deprecia- 
tion; and, as to sheep, an additional deprecia- 
tion on account of the change in the wool 
tariff; and in swine from the abundance and 
low price of corn. The following is a compar 
ative etatement of average values, from which 
it appears that the decline has been between | 
and. per ont only on horses, over 2 on mules, 
5 on cows, 2 on other cattle, 10 on sheep, and 
10 on swine. 

The aggregate values of the different classes 
of animals in this return are only $11,442,941 
less than those of last year, the increase of 
numbers offsetting the loss in average value. 
The grand total of 82.456. 425. 983 makes a mag- 
nificent showing of the importance of domestic 
animals in American agriculture.

Between the stu of December, 1883, and the 
6th of November, 1884, an unconscious change 
occurred in the mind of Judge Blodgett. In 
charging the jury the court stated that it was 
sufficient to convict to show the fraudulent in- 
tention to convert to the deiendants’ own use 
the money which other persons bad sent them 
for iavestment in Fund W.“ It was not nec- 
essary to show that they bad converted all the 
money so obtained to their own use. There 
was, hesaid, from the testimony ample op- 
portunity for the making up of fictitious ac- 
counts. This is just what was shown by wit- 
nesses, and it was clearto the jury that the 
indicted parties bad converted the money to 
their oon use; that the scheme was 
originated for that purpose; and that it was 
no less than a well-arranged plan of robbery. 
The evidence was that several hyndred thou- 
Sands of dollars passed from the possession of 
fivestors into that et the firmof Fiemming & 
Merriam, otherwise Fiemming and Loring, and 
that fraudulent accounts were exhibited to 
prove that all the surpius remaining after pay- 
ing the last dividends had been swaliowed up 
by unfortunate deals in the bucket-shops of 
Dan Loring. Judge ‘Biodgett knew, or should 
have known, this as well when be wrote bis let- 
ter the 6th of November last as when he 
sentenced the prisoners to jail. He was as

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Mr. Wheeler says: “I have no report of the 
acreage or yield of buckwheat for 1884.

cached this money and were enjoying 
its possessions while their friends were 
moving for their pardon as when they were 
conducting their fraudulent commission busi- 
ness in Washington street. He knew, or should 
have known, that Dan Loring and his associ- 
ates were in November in the same business, 
aside from the fund operations, that they 
toliewed when John Fienfming and Frank L. 
Loring Were raking in thousands of dollars 
daily from the people of the Northwest. He 
knew, or should have known, that Mr. Goudy 
had the same object in view that he had when 
he was pleading the case in court—the free- 
dom of his clients and their absolution from 
the taint of conviction. How he could, there- 
fore, present to the President the plea that 
these men-had been punished sufficiently passes 
com prebension. 


XV. 

Everything being in readiness for the last 
move in the game, word was telegraphed to the 
New York parties to hold themselves in readi- 
ness. Mike McDonald again prepared for an 
Eastern trip, and when he left Chicago he bore 
with him the letter which Judge Blodgett had 
80 very kindiy prepared. It was during this 
visit to New York that McDonald and some of 
his sporting associates made their trip to the 
Bowery dives, as was related in telegraphic 
dispatches to the newspapcrs at the time, and 
during which one of the party was robbed of 
considerable diamond jewelry. As soon as he 
reached New York he held consultations with 
Dan Loring and Mike Cregan at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel, whereat it was decided that a trip 
must be made to Washington without delay. 

The night of Nov. 12 the three—Cregan, 
McDonald, and Loring—left New York City 
and reached Washington the morning of Nov. 
13. They stopped at Willard's Hotel. CreFan 


oceupied Room No. 30, while McDonald Was 


placed next door to him, in No. 32. and Loring 
‘was located in No. 20. Hariy that day the work 
‘was begun. Cregan, who was weil acquainted 

with the way, ied bis friends to the White 
House, where they were admitted to the Presi- 
dent's presence without delay. He was per- 

fectiy familiar about the place, and was 
known to the attendants, secretaries, 

and others. His companions, however, 

were not recognized, as this was 
their first visit to this mansion. 

It certainly must have been a novel 

experience for the Chicago gambler, profes- 
sional bondsman, jury-fixer, and bunko-steer-

The pathetic story of a wife's sufferings and 
ofa sister's wo were dwelt upon with great 
tenderness and tearfulness. Mr. Cregan, who 
for the time being was the spokesman, dwelt 
eloquently upon the punishment the two ras- 


course cheerfully borne by Loring and Flem- 
ms friends.“ Dan Loring came West 
again and assisted in squaring up these finan- 
cial matters. The costs were as follows: 
Clerks’ fees, $71.80; docket bill, $5; Marshal's 
fee, $8.80; costs in the District Court, $722.61; 
fines ($500 each), $1,000. Total, $1,812.49. Thus 
the Government secured nearly $2,000, and Dan 
Loring lost the interest on that amount for 
about six months by discounting the original 


obligations ot the prisoners.

friend. They bad had ample opportuni- 
ties to see each other within the recent 
past, when McDonald had kindly made an East- 
ern pilgrimage. The only explanation of this 
eccentric conduct on the part of Crecan, who 
is almost sure to never move out of his orbit 
save for purely personal and profitable reasons, 
is that he came here to “ collect his rents.“ Mike 
MecDonaid bas had charge of the most attract- 
ive part of the pardon-procuring scheme, and 
it was only natural, perhaps, that those who 
had entered into it with the most zest, and had 
placed themselves under considerable personal 
ipconvenience, should be at least repaid for 


Sundry expenses which they had incurred. 


It is a well-established fact that there was no 
lack of funds for this purpose. Frank L. Bor- 
ing and John Flemming had during the period 
in which “ Fund W was operated saved to 
themselves and to Dan Loring and other asso- 
ciates in the bucket-shop business nearly $500, - 
000, They were ready to apply guy part of this 
money to secure a pardon fof their offense 
against the law. Furthermore, they could not 
hope to effect the codperation of parties who 
had previously been unknown to them save 
upon some adéquate basis of compensation. 
How much that was may, perhaps, never be 
definitiy determined. To whom the payments 
were made may possibly with some be a mat- 
ter of conjecture.

5. That the ex-District-Atterney who prose- 
cuted the case was not consulted as to the pe- 
tition,. and the District-Attorney in office in 
June last was purposely ignored, lest he micht 
antagonize the efforts made to secure the pur- 
dons. 

6. That Mr. William C. Goudy, who was one 
of the counse! for the defense, and formerly in 
the paid service of the pr and their 
friends, visited Judge Biodgett, Who sentenced 
the guilty pair, and asked him ta write a letter 
to the President asking their pardon. 

7. That Judge Biodgett willingly listened to 
this appeal and unhesitatingly prepared and 
signed such letter, recommending pardon be- 
cause the prisoners bad been punished suf-

F. X. von Neumann-Spallart is quoted as deem- 
ing the improvement of the condition of the peo- 
ple a cause of increasing consumption of meat. 
He thinks that the increase of urban industry, 
as compared with agriculture, 
minish the production of meat in European 
countries. He concludes that the absolute 
number of animals used for food in Europe 
has, on the whole, been increasing with- 
in the last twenty years,” though the 
increase has not kept pace with the increase 
in population. ‘The deficiency arising from 
this cause is in part made up ty an increase in 
the size of the animals raised. Thus, in 
France, according to Official figures, the average 
live weight of an ox was 413 kilograms in 1840, 
437 kilograms in 1852, and 500 kilograms in 
1873. The average live weight of cows rose 
from 240 to 372 kilograms, that ot calves from 
forty-eight to sixty-eight kilograms, that of 
sheep from twenty-four to thirty-six kilograms, 
and that of swine from ninety-one to 116 kilo- 
grams during same period. An estimate of 
the French Department of Agricuiture makes 
the meat supply of France 50 per cent greater 
than it wa: .n 1856. 

A repoct by M. de Fulgence, Acting French 
Consul at Tiflis, gives the average number of 
farm animals in the two Provinces of Russia 
known as the Caucasus and Transcaucasia, as 
reported by an agricultural commission. The 
local statistics are not of uniform date, but 
were taken during the last ten years.

ce Herd-Book Rules. 

Prof. Sheldon of Kansas is credited with 
having said in the /dustrialist that Tune 
herd-book nuisance is rapidly assuming pro- 
portiomws which will justify breeders ultimately 
in relying wholly upon their private registers 
for the lineage of their. heraus. There is 
nothing to prevent any breeder who chooses to 
do so from depending upon his priv register 
for the lineage of his herd, Satis those 
to whom he may wish to sell animals of his 
herd, unregistered, of the purity ot their 
breeding may be quite another matter. Be- 
youd doubt any breeder who may return to the 


ancient way will quickly discover that he can- 
not afford to go backw — 

Herd-book rules are formed and enforced by 
authoriged representatives of the breeders 
conce . Each proposed rule is generally 
submitted to the members of the association 
it is intended for that it may be by them dis- 
cussed, altered, approved, or rejected. Few, 
if any, Boards of Directors or Executive Com- 
mittees would venture to adopt arule of im- 
portance without first ascertaining that it 
would receive the approval of the association 
they represent. And if the members of the 
association are satisfied, why should any one 
else disapprove? Is it not meddling with that 
which may be considered the private business 
of the association? If those who are not 
members do not like the rules any association 
bas seen fit to adopt for carrying on its bus“ 
ness they cannot be compelled to register their 
animais. 

The truth is that the fees for registering in 
herd-books is but a light tax upon the breeder 
in comparison with the benefits he receives 
from the registration. The fact that an animal 
is recorded in a herd-book of high standard 
adds far more than cost of registration to 
the selling value of animal. The more ex- 
clusive the herd-book the more highly appreci- 
ated are the animais recorded therein. Prob- 
ably no breeders’ association in existence is 
more exacting in its requirements than is the 
American Jersey Cattie Club; and registration 
in no other adds more to the market value of 
stock. Leading breeders see these truths, and 
the tendency is plainly to raise the standards 
higher and still higher. That some will fail to 
see the facts in tne case and object to the pro- 
gressive movement is quite likely; but there 
is little reason for fearing that breeders gen- 
erally will wish to see lower standards adopted 
by the managers of hera-books. 


How Pleuro-Pneumonia Is Perpetu- 
ated. 

A correspondent of the Breeders’ Gazette, 
writing of pleuro-pneumonia in the large cities 
of the Atiantic coast, says: To my know 
edge this disease has been around Baltimore, 
Md., for ten years. Of late there has sprung 
up quite a trade from that section to Ohio and 
west. There are plenty of just such chaps as 
George Bigger, who, as they express it, ‘ bav- 
ing bought the Devil will sell him again.’ 
Heretofore the best market to unload in has 
been the low-class butchers’; but this Western 
trade pays better prices, and as soon as last 
summess scare subsides it will come again. 
This may de no more than you know, 
but 1 thought that while so many 
are carping at your treatment of this 
matter it might not be out of the way for 
those who most heartily approve of your 
course to tell you so. If the case would jus- 
tify the expense, and you or any one ese will 
send a competent detective to the dairy region 
mentioned, and especially to Baltimore, Md., 
who, without making any noise about it, will get 
acquainted with tricks of the trade, he can 
find as many cases ot this disease as be wants. 
Of course be must be a man who wants to find 
it and knows how. I lose all patience with a 
stgckman who denies the danger and im por- 

ce of this disease; I have seen it and I 
know. I Was a dairyman there once myself.“

Potato Disease. 0 
Mr. Greenwood Pim weites to the Gardeners’ 
Monthly on the sutject of potato rot, saying: 
About a year ago Mr. A. S. Wilson sent me 
some preparations of the ‘sclerotioids,’ hard 


forms or cells. Wishing to follow out the ex- 


periments of Messrs. Murray, Flight, Smith, 
and others, I carefully isolated some of the 
bodies, and applied strong nitric acid, which 
rapidly dissolved the colored maverial, but, just 
as Mr. Wilson found, there was left a mass of 
protoplasm which remained many bours un- 
dissolved. The interior granular portion 
seemed, after a while, to differentiate itseif 
from-the outer, giving somewhat the appear- 
ance of a cell wall. A second dose of acid did 
not dissipate the mass, which is now distinctly 
visible—seven hours since the application of 
the solvent. This is, I think, directly corrobe- 
rative of Mr. Wülsou's observations. I have 
repeated the experiments three times, and each 
time with exactly similar results; once there 
was no solution at all, the body being doubtless 
not a ‘scierotioid.’ 

„Mr. Wilson’s contention, we may recall, is 
that the germs, in the form of sclerotioids,“ 
are distributed through all parts of the plant, 
where they are easily found when once Anown, 
and how to find them. When they do not 
germinate y lie dormant and do no harm, 
likea 1 in a man's flesh; but, when the 
season is of such a character as to favor their 
germination, they grow in the tissues and 
produce the Permospoir inféctans,’ and de- 
stroy the foster plant. This theory nas, it will 
be seen, been prety fairly confirmed; and it 
will supply a good and easily observed illus- 
tration of bow parasites may be propagated in 
plants, and probably also in animals.“

THE SOLDIER AND THE CAMEL. 
Cogent Reasons Why the Two Cannot 
t Along Together, 

Among t astounding items of infor- 
mation which come all the way from the Sou- 
dan to this country by cable is the statement 
that the British infantryeretiring from Gubat 
upon Abu-Klea are cheerful and prefer walk- 
ing to camel-riding. This information is not 
surprising. Take a genuine Tommy Atkins.“ 
who has probably never been across anything 
but a highjy-tamed donkey on Hempstead 
Heath, and Put him outside the hump of a 
healthy camel, and he will undoubtedly 
echo the words of che cablegram— 
he prefers walking to camel-riding. 
There is no joyousness in camel-riding. 
On the contrary, there is much suffering for 
the unsopbisticated. The camel bas by some 
poeticai individual been dubbed the ship of 
the desert.“ In that particular case the builder 
most decidediy buiided better than be knew. 
Of course riding upon a camel will not give 
anybody sea-sickness, but it is only because of 
the absence of the sea; All the other elements 
necessary to mal-de-mer are present in camel- 
riding. The exercise may be an exercitant 
physically, but it scarcely produces the calm 
which is supposed to sleep upon the pool of 
Bethesda. 

The process of riding a camel produces 
grievous and sundry vexations even for expert 
equestrians. In the first place, the animal 
must be compelled to lie down. He is provided 
with a peg in his nose, the peg is attached to 
a@tring, and. when the string is pulled he fs 
supposed to go down upon his bended knegs. 
He does not go down, however, without a 
protest. Op the contrary, be snaris in sounds 
that can be heard half a mile off; if there is 
anybody within biteable distance he will bite; 
and if there is anything objectionable to him 
within reach of his gaunt, sprawly hind-legs he 
will kick out with an earnestness worthy of a 
better cause. 
to be trifled with. His jaws have a horizontal 
action. working from side to side, and the low- 
er maxillary churns above the upper maxillary 
with a grit and a grind that would make 
any person with delicate nerves shiver 
with the devotion of an aspen to 
its peculiar business of shivering. Not once 
nor twice, but often has the camei lifted off at 
one fell bite the cranium of some Arab or Hin- 
doo who had reposed so much confidence in his 
good intentiong.as to stand beneath his nostrils 
and smoke villnously strong tobacco. 

As for the kiék of the camel, it is what might 
be described in à certain vernacular asa holy 
terror. As far-reaching as a Sheriff's war- 
rant, it has at the same time the force of a 
Krupp cannon. When an excited billiardist 
whirls around a cue with which to annihilate 
the man who bas just beaten him, the cue re- 
sembies the camel's kicking leg. It gyrates, it 
seems to flash, and then it floors most abso- 
lutely. In Arabia there is a legend 
that the camel of the Prophet lifted one of its 
legs with such effect that a wicked gen- 
tleman was summarily imbedded in a rock ex- 
avtiy five miles away from the spot where 
the camel performed his saltatory feat. 
Whether or not the camel knows his powers, 
bis kicking possibilities are greater than those 
of a Demoeratic politician, and decidediy more 
elevating than a Presidential election achieved 
by the exercises of hot-and-cold mugwumps. 
His kick bas a far-reaching, corkscrewical 
effect which is difficult to describe. With its 
old-fashioned, sponge foot a camel can knock 
even the cheek off @ Ninth Ward politician, for 
even triple brass cannot avail against its in- 
tensity of application. 

There is one thing pleasant about the camel. 
That is the lustre of its eye. Juno was calied 
the “ox-eyed” from the rich resemblance of 
her eyes to those of a placid cow, but richer in 
subdued lustre than the eyes of the ox or the 
gazelie is the eye of the camel. Nevertheless, 
itis the kind of wicked eptic described by 
Longfellow and plainly hangs out the signal of 
„ beware! Gazing into the eye of a camel is 
like locking down into the depths of a clear 
weill—aark, glittering, profound, and contain- 
ing a light which gradually fades away into in- 
effable dark-brown shadows. Nevertheless, 
the romance is taken out of the beautiful, 
weid.eye of the camel by the knowledge that 
there skulks beneath it a bite of terrible pro- 
pertions and behind it a kick that would seem 
c make dynamite a superfluous luxury of 
civilization. 

As for the “ship of the desert” being al] 
that fancy paints it, the experience of Tommy 
Atkins in the Soudan expresses just about the 
truth of the matter. First a rock forward, 
then a jolt backward, and suddenly a catch up 
in the middle, which makes the vertebrx 
quiver like blanc mange in the hands of a care- 
less waiter, are just about the general charac- 
teristics of camel-riding. Attached to all this 
there are physical pains which, to use the sin- 
guiarly expressive language of the cablegrams 
permitted to be disseminated by Gen. Lord 
Wolseley, make the British troops * preter 
walking to camel-riding.’” An inexperienced 
mabout upon the neck of a“ jungle ele- 
pbant in the ravines of Kinchunjunga could 
not possibly be a more deplorable wreck of hu- 
manity than an Eurlisn infantry soldier 
perched with all bis accoutrements upon the 
back of a Soudan camel. To him an equinoc- 
tial storm in the Mediterranean would, in com- 
parison, be a pleasurable experience; he would 
probably prefer an earthquake, a volcano, a 
thunderbolt, or anything else that would sud- 
denly put him out of extreme tor- 
ment.

Henve it is easy to 
understand Gen. Lord Wolseley’s intimation 
to the worid that the Gubat troops prefer 
marching to camel-riding. Indeed, it proba- 
bly conceals particulars about unnumbered 
pains suffered by the unsophisticated British 
camelry in their retreat from Gubat to the 
concentrating point at Abu-Klea. 


THE WEEKLY PAYMENT OF WAGES. 
Springfield Republican: George C. Neal of 
Lynn appeared recently before the Legislative 
Committee at Boston in favor of compelling 
manufacturers to make weekly payment of 
wages.

The Life of George Eliot, 

Among the numerous biographies which 
have appeared of late none will be more eager- 
ly sought for than that of George Eliot, which 
has just been published under the editorship 
of ber busband, Mr. Cross, and bears the im- 
print of the Harpers. Whatever apprehen- 
sions may bave been entertained at the time it 
was announced that Mr. Cross was preparing 
this work that he bad not- sufficient ability or 


jiterary experience for the task will 
be dispelled after its perusal. It 
will be universally conceded that he 
has shown unusual judgment, dis- 


cretion, and good taste in dealing with the ma- 
terial before bim. His plan is a unique one, 
and its execution has in reality given us an 
autobiography of this greatest of modern 
writers through that period of her life which 
was richest in experience and most prolific in 
literary creation. The title, George Eliot's 
Life, Related in Her Letters and Journals, Ar- 
ranged and Edited by Her Husband, J. W. 
Cross, explains the plan. It is probably 
unique in biographical work, and it has proved 
so successful as to be worthy of imitation here- 
after in tne casex of those whose lives are worth 
writing by reason of the influence they may have 
bad in molding opinion or shaping careers. In 
these pages George Eliot speaks for herself, 
and tells us by word of mouth, as it wer, the 
story of her »trvggies; ber domestic and liter- 
ary career; her dritt from Evangelicalism to 
Agnosticism; her modes of thought and work 
in her great creations; her relationship to bu- 
manity; the elements which led her to the ac- 
ceptance of duty and seif-sacrifce, as inescap- 
able as Nemesis herself, as the groundwork 
of human action; and the interesting but sad 
complications of that web which involved ber 
in the crowning mistake of ber life. Mr. Cross 
has taken her diaries, her voluminous corre- 
spondence, and her records ofutravel, of which 
he was the literary executor, and, after prun- 
ing them of everything unsuited -to bis pur- 
pose, bas arranged them in chfonological or- 
der, so that they form a continuous narrative— 
he himself supplying only the necessary con- 
necting links where it was advisable to explain 
surrounding circumstances or clear up what 
might otherwise remain obscure. This work 
he has done with singular modesty, re- 
finement, and good taste. He expresses no 
opinions—makes nv criticisms—does not even 
quote her sayings. He says: All interpreta- 
tions depend upon the interpreter, and I have 
judged it best to let George Eliot be her own 
interpreter as far as possible.“ No one will 
question that be has done this, and done it sat- 
isfactorily. The appearance of these volumes, 
in connection with the recent volume of her 
more notable essays, issued by the same house, 
makes it possible for her admirers now to have 
a very complete George Eliot library. 

In this story of her life, which she has un- 
consciously given to the world, the reader will 
be apt to search with the most interest for 
ber literary, religious, and domestic bis- 
tory. One likes to be admitted into an 
author’s workshop and see some of the proc- 
esses by which her ideals are fashioned and 


quickened with life. Such an inspection will 
reveal, first of all, a constant distrust ot her 
own powers and an absence of personal vanity, 
even after her work had been crowned with 
success. It will also reveal the tremendous in- 
fluence which duty had upon her. This was 
the keynote of ber work, as it was of ber life. 
George Eliot's philosophy of life might be 
summed up in the statement: the future Life is 
vague, if not impossible; nevertheless, one 
must lead a moral life because thatis the 
beet for himself and the world. In other words, 
the trite saying, *“ Virtue is its own reward,“ 
contains the essence of her moral doctrine; 
and this is true of her life-labor. One is con- 
stantly reminded of Emerson and Carlyle in 
her frequent deciarations that she must say the 
best that is in her, and that she bas something 
to say. In this regard she is as much a modern 
prophet as these two, though her utterances are 
velled in a half-eight of sgduess as 

tween the full blaze of UCarlyle’s say- 
agery and the sunshine of Emerson's 
geniality. There wil) also be revealed 
a warm personal interest in her own charac- 
ters, which reminds one of Dickens, as, for in- 
stance, when she rebels against Bulwer's criti- 
cism of the marriage of Adam Bede to Dinah, 
which she says she has set her heart upon; and 
when she answers another critic who charged 
that she had no respect for Tom—‘*‘as if it 
were not my respect for Tom which infused 
itself into my reader—as if he could have 


respected Tom if 1 had not painted 
him with respect.“ She tells us how 
she suffered with Romola and lived in 


Gwendolen; and how she spends a morning in 
“killing Tito with great excitement’; and 
how much she esteems the Dodsons. Only 
once do we find an inconsistency. How is such 
an extract as this from one of her letters to be 
reconciled with Daniel Deronda? 


My gentle nature kicks most resolutely against 
any assumption of superiority in the Jews, and is 
almost ready to echo Voltaire’s vituperation, I 
bow to the supremacy of Hebrew poetry; but 
much of their early mythology, and almost all 
their history, is utterly revolting. .. . Every- 
thing specially Jewish ts of a low grade. 

In another place we have a glimpse showing 
us how thoroughly she entered into her char- 
acters. Mr. Cross says: 


She told me that, in all that she considered her 
best writing, there was a not herself”? which took 
possession of ber, and that she felt her own per- 
sonality to be merely the instrument through 
which this spirit, as it were, was acting. Partich- 
lariy she dweit on this in regard to the scene in 
‘* Middlemarch "’ between Dorothea and Rosamond, 
saying that, although she knew they had sooner or 
later to come together, she kept the idea resolute- 
ly out of her mind until Dorothea was in Rosa- 
mond’s drawing-room. Then, abandoning herself 
to the inspiration of the moment, she wrote the 
whole scene exactly as it stands, without alteration 
or erasyre, in an intense state of excitement and 
agitutiog, feeling herseif entirely possessed by the 
feelings of the two women. 

Of all her characters she says she found 
Rosamond the most difficult to sustain. And 
little wonder, for of all her characters. she is 
the most difficult to endure with patience. The 
following description ot the origin of Adam 
Bede, which many readers will persist in 
thinking her best work, notwithstanding 
„Middlemarch,“ will be found of special in- 
terest: 


The germ of “Adam Bede” was an anecdote 
tod me by my Methodist Aunt Samuel (the wife of 
my father’s younger brother)—an anecdote from 
her own experience. We were sitting together one 
afternoon during her visit not a at Grif, probably 
in 1839 or 1840, when it occurred to her to tell me 
how she had visited a condemned criminal, a very 
ignorant girl who had murdered her child and re- 
fused to confess; how she had staid with her 
praying through the night; and how the poor 
creature at last broke out into tears and confessed 
hercrime. My aunt afterwards went with her in 
the cart to the place of execution, and she de- 
scribed to me the great respect with which this 
ministry of hers was regarded by the official peo- 
ple about the jail. The story told by my aunt 
with great feeling affected me deeply, and | never 
lost the impression. of that afternoon and our 
talk together. . - «+ The character of 
Dinah grew out of my recollections of my aunt; 
but Dinah is not at all like my aunt, who was a 
small, black-eyed woman, and (as 1 was told, for I 
never heard her preach) very vehement in her 
style of preaching. . . The character of 
Adam, and one or two incidents connected with 
him, were suggested by my father’s early life, but 
Adam is not my father any more than Dinah is my 
aunt. Indeed, there is not a single portrait in 
Adam Bede’’—only the suggestion of experience 
wrought up into new combinations. When I began 
to write it, the only elements I had determined on, 
besides the character of Dinah. were the character 
of Adam, his relations to Arthur Donnithorne, and 
their mutual relations to Hetty—4. e., to the giri 
who commits child-murder—the scene in the prison 
being, of course, the climax toward which I worked. 
Everything else grew out of the characters and 
their mutual relation. 

George Eliot's religious life is marked by a 
steady progress from the sternest Evangelical 
belief to Agnosticism. At the age of 22, 
through the influence of Hennell's work, An 
on ya Concerning the Origin of Christianity,” 

subsequently Strauss’ “Life of Jesus.“ 
which she transiated, she became a confirmed 
skeptic, not as to the existence of a Divine 
Being, but as to the real meaning and eflicacy 
of Christian doctrine.

faith, and the spiritual blight that comes with no 
faith, to have any negative propagandism in me. 
In fact, 1 have very little sympathy with Free- 
Thinkers as a class, and have lost all interest in 
mere antagonism to religions doctrines. I care 
only to know, if possible, the lasting meaning that 
lies in all religious doctrine from the beginning 
till now. 
As to her domestic life—that is, her life with 
Mr. Lewes—the only glimpses we get are those 
furnished by herself; and it is impossible to 


read them without the feeling that she appre- 


ciated the incongruity, if not the im y; 
of the situation. The strongest yearning of 
nor nature was for companionship. She was 
destitute of passion, She found that compan- 
jonship in Mr. Lewes, though be was her opposit 


ferior. If he ever goes down to posterity he 
will go clinging to ber skirts. He was m 

to a woman unworthy of him, and from whom 
he could not obtain divorce under the English 
law. He was introduced to George Eliot 
by Herbert Spencer, who was one 
of ber warmest friends. She was at- 
tracted to him, although she herself says he 
had a flippant exterior, and pays bim the 
doubtful compliment of compa him in. 
physique to Mirabeau. They decid to live 
together as man and wife, and that relation- 
ship existed until bis death; and there is noth- 
ing to show that their companionship was any- 
thing but bappy, though upon one or two oc- 
casions there are expressious: which unmis- 
takably indicate that conscience summoned 
her to its bar to answer for this deflance of the 
established forms of society and this injury 
which sbe had inflicted upon the ordinance of 
marriage. She refers to this relation but once, 
and that is in a letter to Miss Bray, where she 
says: 

Light and easily broken ties are what I neither 
desire theoretically nor could live for practically. 
Women who are satistied with such ties do not act 
as I have done. That any unworldly. unsupersti- 
tious person whois sufficiently acquainted with 
the realities of life can pronounce my relation to 
Mr. Lewes immoral, I can only understand by re- 
membering bow subtile and complex are the fnfiu- 
ences that mold opinion. But 1 do remember 
this; and I indulge in no arrogant or unchafi- 
table thoughts about those who condemn us, 
even though we might have expected a some- 
what different verdict. From the majority of 
persons, of course, we never looked for any- 
thing but condemnation. We are ieading no 
life of self-indulgence, except, indeed, that, being 
happy in each other, we find everything easy. We 
are working hard to provide for others better than 
we provide for ourselves, and to fulfill every re- 
sponsibility that lies upon us. Levity und pride 
would not be a sufficient basis for that. Pardon 
me if, in vindicating myself from some unjust 
conclusions, I seem too cool and relf-asserting. 1 
should not care to vindicate myself if 1 did not 
love you and desire to relieve you of the pein 
which you say these conclusions have given you. 
Whateverl have misinterpreted before 1 do not 
misinterpret your letter this morning, but read In it 
nothing else than love and kindness towards me, to 
which my heart fully answers yes. 

About a year and a halt after Lewes’ death, 
and within an almost equally short time of ber 
own, she married Mr. Cross. Her husband is 
absolutely silent as to their married life, ex- 
cept in the record of their tour to Italy. She 
herself says little, except that she is happy and 
at peace. Why? Was it not because she be- 
lieved, with ber keen sense of gut, that in 
marrying Mr. Cross she had Wade some- 
thing like an expiation for a prev 
ous error by recognizmg the duty of 
the ondinan which sbe had broken? 
It is of no use to cayil about this relation. 
Error it was, though not of an immoral kind; 
for no woman ever had a whiter, purer charac- 
ter. Her life with Lewes contradicted her 
teachings, though it did not touch her purity. 
Her books are full of solemo and impressive 
appeais to men and women to followin the 
path of self-sacrifice and duty. But why did 
sbe not followin the path sbe pointed out so 
clearly? is the question which will 
Always be asked even Sy her warm- 
est admirers. If she believed that she was 
right in the course she took, why then did she 
radically change it when re was no need for 
it, and when it was certain it would be regard- 
ed as an admission, if not an absoiute an- 
nouncement to the world, that she bad made a 
mistake? If it was right for ner, then it is 
right for every.other woman or man. There 
must be astandard in this matter; and. however 
much we may admire her aracter, and her 
genius, and the purity of ber life, it is useless 
to deny that she did not come up to the stand- 
ard; and that by her great influence, and by 
the very extent to which her teachings have 
permeated society, she helped to weaken the 
sanctity and binding force cf the marriage-tie. , 
For this it is believed she souyht to make repa- 
ration in the only way that she could, by mar- 
rying a gentleman with whom she had been oa 
terms of intimate friendship for many years, 
and whom the world will esteem all the 
more for the simple, modest, and tender 
manner in which he has placed before it the 
story of the greatest woman of this century 
and the history of one of the few literary im- 
mortais. As to her marriage with Mr. Cross, 
she says these few remarkable words: 

The whole history is something like a miracle- 
legend. .But, instead of any former affection be- 
ing displaced in my mind, Iseem to have recov- 
ered the loving sympathy that I was in danger of 
losing. I mean that I had been conscious of a cer- 
tain drying-up of tenderness in me, and now the 
spring seems to have risen again. ö 

It was sad that the new life should have 
been so brief; and that, just as the loving 
sympathy was restored, she passed beyond its 
necessity. The spring had risen again, but 
the pitcher was broken at the fountain.

The natural conservatism of a lawyer, and 
his close dependence on authorities, render 
very difficult the task of any author or com- 
piler who attempts to epitomize the decisions 
of the courts. But a sacrilegious age, which 
can be satisfied with condensed novels, will 
find no difficulty in accepting its legal pab- 
ulum in concentrated form. The experiment 
has already been tried, and successfully, on a 
large scale in the “American Decisions 
published by Bancroft & Co., of San 
Francisco; and now a new work, of 


itself for the acceptance of the legal fraternity. 
—Myers’ Federal Decisions’’—of which Vol. 
X. has just been published. This is both a 
digest and a series of reports. It aims to 
gather under separate heads all cases relating 
thereto, giving all the important ‘decisions in 
full, and abstracts more or less full of the less 
valuable cases. Besides this, numerous cross- 
references are made to other cases, titles, or 
sub-heads, so that a lawyer ean feel certain to 
reach ail the cases in the Federal reports on 
any subject. 

The radical trouble with any work of this 
kind is the difficulty in inspiring the lawyers 
with confidence in it. Even were the com- 
piler a Kent, a Dillon, or a Cooley, che obstacle 


would be only partly overcome. A dec’siou 
cannot be quoted as authority in court with 
effect, unless in heco verba, for a court will 
decline to accebt a third person’s opinion ot 
the effect of any decision. For quotation in 
court, therefore, any digest of cases must be 
of limited use. On the other band, thére is 
this overwheiming advantage: that very few 
lawyers can afford or even get complete sets 
of the numerous Federal reports, including 
those of the various Circuit and District Courts, 
and are either compelled to rely on the digests 
if they have not access to a public law-library 
or do without. This need has led to the pres- 


ent uodertaking; and it is one that 
will be felt more and more as time 
goes on, and the number of re- 
ports increases, Admitting, then, the 


necessity ot such a work, Me success will de- 
pend on the manner in which it is executed. 
There are some advantages in having a digest 
made by oue compiler, as the manner of exe- 
cution is more uniform and the standard of 
work more equal, though this is impossible in 
very extensive works, except at a great sacri- 
fice of thoroughness. But, in a work like the 
one under consideration—partly a digest, part- 
ly a series of reports—there is a more than cor- 
responding advantage. in baving egch topic 
bandied by a specialist in that department, as 
by this means the work wili be far more ex- 
haustive. 

This series of Federal decisions was begun

Women Who Work—Nurses of the 
Sick Poor and Some of Their Expe- 
riences. 

No. 23 Bloomsbury square, W. C., says a 

London paper, with its new frontage, bears as 


| pleasant an aspect of a comfortable home as 


anybody can desire. A home it is indeed, al- 
though greatly differing from the private 
bouses on its right and left. It is here where 
an excellent society with a fearfully long 
name—**The Metropolitan and National Nurs- 
ing Association for Providing and Training 
Nurses for the Sick Poor’’—has its centre, and 
whence for the last nine years a branch of 
women's work has been carried on, noble as 
that of the good Samaritan, and useful as ever 
work was on this earth. The association was 
originally conceived by the Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem and taken up by Mr. W. Rath- 
bone, M. P., and Miss Nightingale, and Miss 
Florence Lees (Mrs. Dacre Craven) was select- 
ed to be the organizer and superintendent-gen- 
eral. Its object is ** to provide a body of skilled 
nurses to nurse the sick poor at their own 
homes and of raising the standard of nursing 
and the social position of nurses.“ When Miss 
Florence Lees began ber work among the 
wounded, the sick, and the poor, the standard 
of nurses among them was as yet anyfhing but 


vineed ber that it ought not to be left in the 
bands of the uneducated, willing though they 
might be to do their best. Through Miss Lees’ 
endeavors, theretore, the association was 
founded, 
nurses trained; and it is chiefly to that laay’s 
unceasing energy and active belp that now 
the Metropolitan and National Nursing Asso- 
ciation is growing and flourishing today. 
Apart altogether from ite ,benevolent object. 
the home has an — bearing on wom 


en's work. Difficult though it is to provide 
work — middle and lower class women, it is 
much m for gehtlewomen, an increasing 
number of whom are every year obliged or de- 
sire to earn their own living. 

Here, then, is all they want—a refined home 
among women of the same social position, a 
remunerative employment in which all their 
taste, delicucy, and refining influences have 
full play, and the) satisiaction of knowing 
that life is worth, and more than 
worth, living. That the work is hard 
and very Wearing is bardly necessary to men- 
tion, for proper nursing cannot be anything 
else, and especiaily nursmg among the poor. 
For this ladies are prep by the month's 
preliminary trial given to each would-be serv- 
ant of the sick poor before the actual training 
commences. On applying to the Superintend- 
ent of the home, Miss Mansel, the probation- 
er, is desired to accompany a lady nurse on 
her dally round fora month’s time, in order 
to decide whether, after a personal in 
sight into all the details of district nursing, 
she still bas the moral courage to desire a share 
in it. Many a woman turns faint and sick long 
beiore the month is over, and less than half 
the probationers desire “further training. 
Those, however, who successfully go through 
the preliminary ordeals begin their training at 
St. Thomas’ or some other hospital. After a 
year’stime they are received into the home, 
where theoretically and practically they are 
instructed for another six months in 
district nursing, at the expiration of 
which term they are to begin their labors. 
Their salary commences at the same time 
with £35, and rises to £50, besides which tne 
nurses ive board and lodging in the home, 
and the(material for their brown Molland uni- 


to wear when at work. At present there are, 
besides the Central Home at Bloomsbury 
square, district homes at Paddington, Hollo- 
way, Clapham, and Hampstead, and another at 
Portsmouth, under local management, and of 
the considerable number of ladies who have 
been trained by the association many are 
nursing the sick poor in large provincial towus 
or superintending the work of nurses. The 
association has hitherto been almost entirely 
supported by voluntary subscriptions: a small 
sum is raised by patienis who have some 
means, paying something for the services of 
the nurses. 

A morning's round with a lady nurse. is the 
best way of acquiring an insight into her selt- 
sacrificing work. . Donning an rm 
—for the patients would be ——— 
cited at the sight of a.Jstranger—I lett 
Bioomebury square as nearest clock 
struck 6 in company h one of the 
nurses.

The room was neat and airy, and, with a kind 
nod and a promise to return at night 
nurse quickly threw or her cloak aud pro- 
ceeded to the next door, where the second 
patient was awai her. She was a girl of 
15, who had brought the disease home the 
same week as the former patient, from her 
place of work, where she had been employed 
near afoul drain. Her case bad been very 
violent. Thin as a skeleton, and almost as 
listless, she was now at the beginning of con- 
valescence. Even nurse’s cheery voice did not 
much avail with her. She was bungry, very 
hungry, she said, and doctor was strict in her 
allowance of beef-tea and beaten eggs. The 
process of sponging, eto., is repeated, and then 
again we hurried on. 

In a littie back room of a rickety house in 
the Strand a poor girl was lying very li); beside 
her slept a tiny baby, three weeks old. The 
birth of the child almost cost the mother’s life. 
In the dull light of a saltry summer_morning 
there seemed nothing bricht in all room. 
An old woman, the girl's mother, sits at the 
foot of the bed, tending Johnny.“ a mere 
moaning bundle of clothes, whose mother 
was seareely able to turn her weary 
head. Before many minutes had 
after our entry nurse was at work with such 
an air of energy and good will that the 
old mother, as if by instinct, be ame more ant- 
mated, and the daughter, forgetting her weak- 
ness, showed so fair an amount of energy 
interest which went far to help on ber recovery. 
The baby’s mother was attended to first; then 
Johnny was bathed and attired in a gown which 
after some dozen years will still be large enough 
for him. His grandmother smiled as she of- 
fered it, but nurse makes it do, and, with a 
bottle of milk to comfort him, the poor infant 
subsided into the depths of bis garments. 
next case was one of paralysis. “It's a sad 
case,” is all the nurse says, as up and up we 
climb to where two old sisters lived in some 
dark back court. And sad it is, to use 
a mild term, to see that miserable- 
room, where, with distorted features, deprived 
of tnc use of all her limbs, a gray-baired 
woman had lain dying for years. She was ut- 
terly beipiess, and the duties imposed on the 
nurse in ber case are a trial of moral as well as 
physical strength. Yet here, too, she moved 
about as brightly as if it were an amusement 
to turn over that half-dead body, which was 
yet so keenly alive to every touch, or to listen 
to that unearthly voice. The poor sister, baif- 
silly with age, can give but little assistance. 
This house, like ali the others I visited, al- 
though poor, was scrupulously clean, tidy, and 
well-aired, the work in every case of the 
nurses of the sick poor. 

Again we bustied on, through street after 
street. The clock struck 12 as we entered a 
respectable-looking house close by. Up sev- 
eral flights of stuirs we wo to a room, where on 
a high couch a young sailor was lying. There 
was no sign of want inthis sick room; through 
the open window the summer sky looked in, 
and a little bird in its cage is lustily chirping 
and pecking away at its food. At the other 
end of the room, in a large cage, a parrot 
adjusted its gay plumage, and over the 
mantelpiece the last records of the life 
on the waves was conspicuously put up: the 
photograph of a large sea-going ship, and over 
it a few Sprays of dried seaweeds. From deep 
below the sounds of hurrying life rush up to 
where the sailor lies helpiess, stranded for life. 
He hears the roar from beneath, and he turns 
his bead from side to side for a chanyve of 
view, but that is all. More than turn his head 
he cannot do: his every limb is cramped by 
rheumatic gout. Seven years be has lain there, 
and to him, as to many others, the district 
nurses have become ministering angels, whose 
visits he awaits with impatience as the great 
event in his sad days. From false mod- 
esty of his relatives, nurse says, chat 
man was in an ingescribable state. 
His body bad not been wasbed for years when 
we found bim. He is another creature now.“ 
Well satisfied, she surveyed her work, as with 
pillow scrupulously amoothed, and a refreshed 
look in his Une, manly face, she took leave of 
her last patient to turn ber steps homeward. 
In less than halt an hour! saw het again in 
the esthetically ornamented dining-room at 
Bloomsbury Square; the nurse’s uniform is 
doffed for the present and the tasteful bome- 
dress of an English lady. simple and elegant, 
has taken its place. Nursing, so lately her 
sole interest and object, is no longer discussed; 
she talks of tnusie, theatres, literature, eto. 
til after a few hours’ home life sbe plunges 
again into the depth of human misegy, where 
she has chosen her work. 


Texas’ Woman Desperado. 

A correspondent in Abilene, Texas, writes: 
Maud Rayuor, the woman desperado, is in jail 
in this city for assault. She is wanted in a 
dosen places, and had several complaints 
against ber before the one oa which she is now 
held was lodged. Sue lived here quietly until au 
woman who was jealous of ber revealed ber 
identity to the police. As soon as she tound 
that she was an object of suspicion she attacked 
herenemy with a club and almost beat her 
braias out. Maud Raynor bas been a notori- 
ous character in this State, the Indian Terri 
tory, and Kansas for several years. She 
gained the title of woman desperado by 
reason oof her recklesness of human 
life and her fondness for fights. She goes 
armed to the teeth, shoote with unerring aim, 
and is quite as much at home with a bowie 
knife or a club ag with a revolver. She has 
managed to escape arrest hitherto by reason 
of the fact that all manner of stories concern- 
img ber have been in circulation, and her 
actual appearance is very different from the 
idea which the people generally have formed 
of ber. She is of compact frame, and about 
medium bight, with a graceful carriage. Her 
features are small, her eyes steel-gray, and her 
hair long and abundant. In jail today she was 
raving because her keepers had taken away 
her pistols and knives. 

1 suppose I'll never see them again,“ she 
said. When you get into one of these cala- 
bashes they always help themselves to what 
youve got, and whether you're sent up or not 
they keep ail that they steal. I'll bet I’ve fur- 
nished half the Sheriffs in Texas and Kansas 
with good weapons in the last five years. They 
don't get money enough together at one time 
to buy such things, but they know just enough 
to pinch them when they get a chance. I 
played it upon a detective. up bere in the Pan- 
Handle once. He had been following me for 
about a month, and ua ly when he got me be 
took two guns and three knives away from me. 
I saw his eyes Dung.out as he looked at them, 
and I says to him: 

** You'll be well heeled now, won't you?’ 

He pretendéd@ thai he didn't care anything 
about the weapons, and showed me some of his 
old firecracker pistols, and wanted me to ad- 
mire them. I told him one of my guns was 
worth a bagful of bis, and after getting him a 
little excited L gfabbed one of my weapons to 
show it to him. 1 pointed out several of the 
0 points, then, turning it on him, I 
said: N 

I want to your beels right lively now.’ 

He though was fooling for a second, but 
when the pistol@licked he knew it was busi- 
ness. Then he Backed off, and wanted to trade 
with me. I had his guns and mine, too, but 1 
told bim I wasn trading. Just to hurry him 
up a little I sent a bullet mighty close to his 
ear, and a mo t later, as he was edging off, 1 
put another one near enough to his other ear 
to singe his haf. Such running you never 
saw. I watched him outof sight. Then I took 
his guné and threw them in the river. 1 
wouldn't bave been found dead with them on 
me.“ f 

Maud Raynor went through the Indian Ter- 
ritory once with about a regiment of Indians 
and white men on her trail. She had been up 
at ® rauch on the Arkansas River, where a 
great many desperate characters were congre- 
gated, and in a shooting affray in which she 
took à prominent part the bartender was killed. 
Every manswore that the woman was the 
guilty party, and she rec«lesly atimitted it, 
though it is probable she was not the real of 
fender. Some friends of the murdered man 
came along just then and organized to lynch 
her. Getting wind of the — she stule 


horse and set out for Kansas, the men fol- 


lowing. Several Indians joined the pursuing 
party at various places, until finally there 
ere qbout a hundred men on ber trail. She 
anaged to elude them Tog several days, and 
coming finally upon a band ot chivalrous cow- 
boys, she made them beijeve she was a perse- 
cuted innocent. Her new-found friends 
promptiy agreed to defend her agains® all 
comers, and when her pursuers came in sight 
they were met bya volley which brought them 
to a stand.

They Cannot Go on the Road and 
Compete with Men, 

The women are beginning to tollow nearly 
all the occupations pursued by men,” said the 
proprietor of an employment agency up-town. 
„I have women registered for employment to 
canvass for books, to solicit for advertise- 
ments, and to canvass for life-insurance com- 
panies, but, strange to say, no one has ex- 
pressed a willingness to go on the road as a 
general drummer for a large mercantile house. 
I expect it to come, though, very soon. The 
indications point that way now. Nearly 30,000 
women are idle in New York today. Some of 
them have talent and energy enough to make 
succeesful drummers, I feel sure.“ 


„ They have women drummers in England, 


why not in America? asked a reporter. 

„Well, the reason is plain. So many avenues 
to make a living in the United States are 
open to women they naturally shrink from an 
occupation that would keep them traveling 
alone constantly and meeting men of all kinds 
and dealing with tnem. A woman with energy 
and talent enough to become a successful 
drummer would prefer to lecture or become a 
book agent. A merchant, as a general rule, is 
married and settied. A woman, then, cannot 
cal) her charms in to aid her much in getting 
mercbants to buy. Asa book canvasser she 
ean tackle the blushing young bachelor and 
the susceptibie young man, and get a sub- 
scriber on ber beauty or winning ways. No 
single man would dare to refuse a pretty or 
charming woman. Not so the married merchant. 
He has to buy and sell again’ and purchase 
every season. His bills amount to thousands, 
too, and he watches for close competition to 
get bargains, for it means many hundreds per- 
haps saved to him. With a woman be would 
like to speak of cheap offers wade by other 
traveling drummers and to ask for rebates and 
reduction. To save this trouble, be merely 
says he does not wish to buy. That settles Mrs. 
Woman Drummer right there. Could or would 
a woman drummer, you tbink, adopt the 
methods of the typeal drummer now on the 
read? Let us see his program. He arrives at 
the town. 
consen sto drink with the landlord and tell 
him how glad be was to leave Smith's hash- 
house at the next town in order to get to his 
hotel. Makes arrangements with him to play 
a littl poker after the merchants bave 
been visited. He goes to see a merchant. 
Asks come around and see his samples 
on exhibition at thé hotel. Merchant 
refuses. He asks the merchant to drink. 
They do. They smoke cigars. The drummer 
swears he can discount the figures of the other 
drummer the merchant bas been buying from. 
A dispute arises, and several hours are con- 
sumed in drinking, talking, and smoking. The 
resuit is, merchant buys a bill to get the dis- 
count promised. Would a woman do that? 
Not much, I think. Now, it is plain why 
women are not drummers. 

In Engiand a few are traveling for com- 
merciai houses, but they simply go to places 
where a trade has already been established and 
take orders. They do not work up any new 
business. Here in the United States drummers 
must not only sell to old customers every time, 
but work up new ones. Their success dopends 
on it. The old customer is liable to be per- 
suaded to buy from the discount drummer 
who talks and drinks for hours. Commercial 
houses know these facts too well, and that is 
why women are not employed in that capacity. 

A line must be drawn somewhere, and the 
very nature of the business debars them at 
once. There are plenty of women in New 
York today plucky enough to goon the road, 
but they are wise enough also to foresee the 
result. A large life-insurance company em- 
ploys a woman to canvass for policies among 
women only. They inform me that thus far 
the trial bas given eminent proofs of the fit- 
ness of one good-talking woman to get others 
of her sex to ineure their lives. The company 
witl shortly put seven or eight on the road in 
different States. If there should ever be an 
American woman drummer with the requisit 
qualities and the irrepressible pertinacity and 
lordly assumption of the average male drum- 
mer, then I will say the time has come to let

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Girls in Low-Cut Gowns+The Place 
to Draw the Line and by Whom It 
Should Be Drawn. 

Jennie June's Letter: Some heated discus. 
sions have taken place of late in regard to 
what constitutes full“ dress. It is undoubt- 
ediy true that the custom of wearing low 
bodices is extending and increasing in a direc- 
tion that is at least desirable—viz.: among 
young girls. Now, there is no particular harm 
in the wearing of low, decently-cut bodives. 
Forty or fifty years ago children and young 
women wore them upiversaliy: but there is 
barm in the wide difference between basques 
cut high,to the throat and bodices which form a 
mere strap at the waist; there is immodesty in 
stripping a young gir! so that the charm of her 
fresh young womanhood is forever destroyed 
and ber sense of, what is right and proper for- 
ever blunted. smakers are more at fault 
in the matter thao mothers, and could do more 
to prevent fashion from proving & snare. They 
tell iris that it is prudish and old-maldish to 
object to a cut which leaves tne bust exposed, 
and that fashion leaders and authorities wear 
them so, and so the mother may utter her pro- 
test; she very often does, but she is powerless 
before the combined influence of the modiste 
and the desire of the girl, just entering life, to 
represent the latest style and show her pretty 
person to advantage. Yet it not infrequentiy 
bappens that such exhibitions are not only sug- 
gestively indecent but very unbecoming. 

It bas been the fashion ot late to leave the 
edge ot the low bodice at the neck quite plain 
and bare, with nothing to soften the line of 
velvet or satin in its contact with the skin, no 
matter what! the color, whether white or a 
dusky red. The softness of youth and the 
grace of American beauty triumph over very 
severe circumstances, but the charm which 
they exercise is in spite of the drawbacks of 
an rant Caprice which calls itself fashion: 
not by it. There are soft satin skins, 80 
perfect in color and texture that tne rise of the 
neck and throat seems oniy the continuation of 
the fine, firm body of the fabric. But these are 
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soften lines and establish

skin, particularly when the force of color is 
added to that of texture. 

That exaggerations are not needed is evident 
by the presence at every ball, at every evening 
entertainment, of dresses cut low, yet in a per- 
fectly unobjectionable manner. They may be 
round, or square or pvinted, but they are 
modest and womanly. Low bodices are not 
necessarily objectionable, nor all bigh ones un- 
objectionable.
